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Futile attempt to land in Beirut: 55 hostages in danger ‘if demands not met 


Hijacked plane flies 
to Cyprus from Iran 
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LARNACA. Cyprus, April 
8, (Agencies): A hijacked 
Kuwaiti airliner with 55 hqs^ 
. t tages on board landed at Lar- 
-7 naca airport in Cyprus today 
and airport authorities 
agreed to refuel it. 

But airport sources said the 
hijackers refused three pleas to 
release passengers held since the 
Boeing 747 was seized on a flight 
-to Kuwait from Bangkok on 
•Tuesday. 

Authorities allowed the plane 
to land in Cyprus after it circled 
Beirut airport, controlled by 
Syrian troops, for hours in a 
futile attempt to land there. 

Agreed 

The Syrians fired two warning 
shots as the pilot, saying he was 
under direct threat from the pis- 
tol-wielding hijackers, pleaded 
that he was running out of fuel 
and would be forced to crash. 

Airport sources at Laraaca 
said officials had agreed to 
provide 10,000 gallons of fuel. 
They told the hijackers more fuel 
was not available because of the 


Greek Orthodox Easter holiday. 

Asked how much fuel the 
plane had, the pilot said: “1 have 
zero, zero readings on all tanks.” 

“Please give us all you can,” 
■the pilot said. It was not clear if 
they (hijackers) intended \o fly 
out again. 

The control tower official, 
who did not want to be identified, 
said ground crews were nervous 
about approaching the plane to 
refuel it and provide it with gen- 
erators for air conditioning. He 
said the release, of “some” pas- 
sengers would reassure them. 

Shonted 

But a hijacker promised that 
they would be safe. 

“TO never forget this, thank 
you,” shouted the captain of the 
plane when an air traffic con- 
troller in Larnaca told him he 
was cleared to land. 

A “state of emergency” was 
declared at Lamaca airport. 
Foreign Minister George 
lacovou arrived at the facility to 
txy to establish contact with the 
hijackers. 

The plane, with a tail-light 


illuminating the blue-and-while 
Kuwait Airways emblem, was 
parked off the runway about 200 
metres (yards) from the main ter- 
minal. 

Blinds were drawn in Lhe pas- 
senger section and the cockpit 
was in darkness. 

One hijacker told Cypriot 
officials that Kuwait had to free 
the 17 prisoners, “otherwise the 
passengers and the aircraft are 
exposed to extreme danger.” 

"We are Dying to release our 
innocent prisoners. This is our 
main belief. We are continuing 
until martyrdom or victory,” he 
said. 

Diverted 

The hijackers initially diverted 
the plane to Mashhad in north- 
east [ran. It left there for Beirut 
earlier today. 

The captives include three 
members of Kuwait's ruling 
family. 

Airport sources said Lamaca 
ground control appealed to the, 
hijackers to release hostages on 
humanitarian grounds in return 
for Cyprus’ gesture in allowing 


the airliner to land. 

Responding to the Lamaca 
release plea, one hijacker said 
(hey appreciated the Cypriot act 
in allowing them to land, but “we 
remind the Kuwaiti authorities 
that we are highly serious.” 

He identified himself on the 
plane's radio as “the KU-422 
hijacker.*' KU-422 was Lhe flight 
number oft he jeL 

The hijacker said: “We're 
sorry we cannot do thaL We are 
not just terrorists. We have a just 
demand about our 17 people in 
Kuwait." 

Crash 

Special Cypriot forces were 
deployed on the tarmac near the 
airliner. 

it had circled Beirut airport for 
nearly four hours, with the pilot 
and passengers begging des- 
perately to land. But Syrian 
Army officers flatly refused per- 
mission. 

At one point, the hijackers 
threatened to crash it and the 
darkened plane swooped low 
over the blacked-out airport 
several times before turning out 


to sea for Cyprus. 

Iran's national news agency 
lma said the Iranians lei the 
plane leave Mashhad after three 
days there after hijackers fired 
warning shots, threw a grenade 
from the aircraft and said they 
would blow it up unless obstacles 
were removed from the runway. 

During protracted negotia- 
tions aL Mashhad, the hijackers 
freed 57 other passengers and 
crew in three batches. 

Initially. Cyprus closed air- 
ports both in Larnaca and 
Paphos, on the island's western 
coast, refusing to receive the air- 
craft which came from Mashhad, 
in northeast Iran. 

But after Lebanon and Syria 
also refused to allow it to land, 
the captain pleaded for landing 
permission, saying he was out of 
fuel. “This is a real emergency,” 
he kept repeating. 

At 5.30 pm Cyprus tijne (1430 
GMT) the captain said he had 
three hours of f uel left, sources at 
Lamaca airporL said. 

At Beirut airport, run by 
Syrian troops, the control tower

Ordeal ends 
for 57 — 
passengers 

FORTY-NINE passengers and 
crew released from the hijacked 
Kuwaiti airliner arrived in 
Kuwait yesterday morning look- 
ing physically fit but overcome 
with fatigue. Some of them were 
obviously distraught by their 
ordeal after the plane was com- 
mandeered by Arabic-speaking 
gunmen on Tuesday morning. 

The hijackers released 57 pas- 
sengers. It was not immediately 
known what happened to the 
other eight. 

Reporters had a brief glimpse 
of the freed hostages before they 
were whisked off by authorities 
to the VIPlounge where they had 
a brief meeting with diplomats 
who later said the passengers 
were on "a high” and very 
relieved but also deeply concer- 
ned about the fate of those still 
held captive on the hijacked 
airliner. 

Airport sources said they tou- 
ched down at 4.52 am (0152 
.(GMT) in a Kuwait Airways 
Boejng 727 after a refuelling stop 
in Eiahrain, the sources said. 

Freed 

Those freed include a Jordan- 
ian 'man with heart trouble, 24 
women and 32 men of various 
nationalities. The Jordanian was 
released first and the men last. 

Kuwait Airways said two 
other Boeing 727s were on 
standby. 

Tehran Radio said those freed 
were nine Thais, four Pakistanis, 
three Austrians, three Syrians, 
three Egyptians, two West Ger- 
mans, two Irish nationals, 22 
Britons, a Palestinian and one

Security measures lax in Bangkok 


BEIRUT, April 8, (Reuter): 
Hijackers of a Kuwaiti airliner 
are Lebanese members of the 
Hezbollah, a senior Muslim 
security source said today. 

The source, dose to Muslim 
radicals, said 37 Hezbollah men 
left the Shi'ite southern suburbs 
of Beirut for Syria on Tuesday 
and flew to Iran on Wednesday 
to relieve the hijackers. 

There was no immediate way 
of confirming the report 
independently, but the source 
has proved reliable in the pasL 

Arabic-speaking gunmen, said 
to number up to 10, forced the 
Boeing 747 to Mashhad in north- 
east Iran on Tuesday and deman- 
ded the release of 17 militants 
jailed in Kuwait. 

Demands 

The source said the hijackers 
were followers of the same group 
of Hezbollah officials using the 
name Islamic Jihad, a clandes- 
tine group holding two 
American and three French hos- 
tages. It also demands the release 
of the 17. • 

“The hijackers and kidnap- 
pers come from the Ain Al-Diloe 
area in the (Beirut) suburbs 
where their leaders live. They are 
from the same clan of people 
using the name Islamic Jihad to 
demand freedom for the 17,” he - 
said. 

Hezbollah has repeatedly den- 
ied links to kidnappings. 

The source said some of the 
hostage-takers and hijackers had 
relatives and friends among the 
17 jailed Arabs, whom Kuwait 
has repeatedly refused to free. 

Gunmen who hijacked an 
American Trans World Airlines 
(TWA) plane to Beirut in June 


1985 also-demanded the release 
of the 1 7,' convicted of a series of 
political bombings in 1983. 

The source said the 37 Hez- 
bollah members, who travelled 
lo D amasc us with fake Iranian 
and other passports, were 
believed lo have relieved the 
hijackers — in the same way that 
gunmen in Beirut relieved the 
original hijackers of the TWA 
aircraft. 

Switches 

Several switches of hijackers 
and a resupply of weapons were 
reported during the first stages of 
that hijack drama, which lasted 
nearly a month. An American 
passenger US Navy diver Robert 
Stetham. was shot dead. 

They derided to land the jet in 
Iran because “they knew that 
they would be safe there,” he 
said. 

“If the incident ends 
peacefully they know they will 
not be jailed but will be allowed 
to return to Beirut and they are 
sure that the Iranians will not 
storm the plane,” he said. 

The source said the hijacking 
was also linked to tension bet- 
ween Iran, which he said had 
recently taken direct control of 
some hostages in Lebanon, and 
the kidnappers. 

The hijackers were seeking to 
embarrass Tehran for excluding 
the issue of the 17 Arabs from 
negotiations with Paris for the 
release of the three French hos- 
tages held by Islamic Jihad, he 
added. 

Arab Times has reported that 
four accomplices of the hijackers 
have been arrested in Bangkok 
and they belong to the Hez- 
bollah.

AHMED Nisar Memon. a freed 
Pakistani hostage, who arrived 
in Kuwait yesterday morning, 
said that security measures at 
Bangkok airpqrt were lax. 

■ Memon said that personal and 
baggage check up was done 
incompetently at Bangkok air- 
port despite the use of X-ray 
machines and there was no body 
search before boarding the air- 
craft. Speaking of his ordeal yes- 
terday evening he said that the 
hijackers alternatively acted as 
“nice guys and bad guys” main- 
taining the tension and tight dis- 
cipline on the hijacked airliner. 

Apologised 

He said tbat one of the hijack- 
ers apologised to all passengers 
released for the distress they have 
caused them and for the loss of 
personal belongings. 

“We came with clean hands 
and we shall leave this flight with 
clean hands. We have to achieve 
our objectives. Your possessions 


will still be on the aircraft when 
we leave it.” they said,” recalls 
Memon. 

His overriding fear stemmed 
from the initial impression that 
the Pakistanis on the flight, of 
whom there were four including 
Memon’s wife, may be singled 
out as victims. 

“I could hear them ask: 
‘Which nationality, which 
nationality.’ 

“When I said Pakistani, his 
response was “Ah, come.’ It did 
not feel good,” said Memon. He 
was worried for the safety of his 
wife from whom he was initially 
separated- “It felt like being in a 
black box.” he said. 

He was greatly relieved when 
she was released but another 
chilling moment came when 
some 24 hours later in the middle 
of the night he was woken up and 
taken to the front of the aircraft 
together with some other passen- 
gers. 

“I thought then: they will 
either execute us or release us,” 
he recalled. 

He feared the worst. 


“They opened the door and we 
felt the cool air and saw the 
floodlights. As we walked down 
the stairs I read the big sign 
‘Mashhad Airport’ That was the 
first time I knew where we were.” 

He and other released men 
were taken to a hotel where they 
were well-treated. 

Among the most gratifying 
moments was when the next mor- 
ning he beard a knock on the 
door and his wife appeared in the 
doorway. 

Organised 

He thought there were more 
than six hijackers aged between 
20 and 30. "They were slim and 
wore masks which appeared to 
have been made of small pillow- 
cases. They were well organised 
and established a tight discipline. 
Everything was happening 
according to a well worked out 
plan,” Memon said. 

“The hijackers carried small 
silver coloured pistols and one 
carried a hand grenade with no 
pin in iL”

Kuwait holds 
Iran responsible 


KUWAIT said yesterday it held 
Iran fully responsible for the con- 
sequences ofletting the hijacked 
plane leave Mashhad airport 

A Kuwait Foreign Ministry 
official said: “Kuwait held Iran 
fully responsible for all problems 
that might ensue. 

“Despite assurances from the 
Iranian government to Kuwait 
and to leaders of a number of 
friendly countries that it would 
not allow the plane to leave 
Mashhad airport Kuwait has 
learned that the plane left Mash- 
had” 

“Kuwait has not given a per- 
mission to the Iranian auth- 
orities for allowing the plane to 
leave the airporL" 

The official noted that the 
plane took off at 2: 1 5 pm Kuwait 
time after Iranian authorities 
refuelled iL 

While expressing Kuwait's 


“strong regret” over the 
behaviour of the Iranian govern- 
ment. the official stressed that 
the permission given to the 
hijackers to leave, ignored 
Kuwait's dear position which, 
was repeatedly relayed to the 
Iranian government. 

The source added that Kuwait 
had also repeatedly expressed 
appreciation for Iran's efforts to 
end “this tragic incident.” 
Allowed 

Kuwait said on Thursday it 
opposed the take ofT of the 
airliner from Mashhad, and said 
it held Iran responsible for deal- 
ing with the situation according 
to international law. 

Kuwait's opposition to the 
hijacked plane being allowed to 
leave Iran was conveyed to the 
Iranian charge d'affaires in

Document to be signed by April 14 

Afghan accord concluded 


GENEVA, April 8, (Agencies): 
An agreement on Afghanistan 
providing for the withdrawal of 
the estimated 115,000 Soviet 
--troops there has been concluded 
and will be signed no later than 
April 14. UN mediator Diego 
Cordovez announced today. 

“The documents are now fin- 
alised and open for signature,” 
he told a news conference in Gen- 
eva where talks between Afghan- 
istan, Pakistan, the Soviet Union 
and the United Slates have been 
going on since March 2. 

"One of the points on which 
we have not yet an agreement is 
on the date for the signature,” he 
said, but he added: “It will not be 
later than the 14th.” 

Cordovez told reporters later 


that the Soviet Union would 
begin pulling out its forces on 
May 15 and finish within nine 
months, meaning Feb 15, 1989. 

However, he said Moscow had 
also informed Washington the 
withdrawal would be completed 
even earlier, by the end of this 
year. 

In response to US demands, 
Moscow agreed that half of the 
soldiers would leave in the first 
three months. 

A commission of 12 UN 
military and civilian observers 
will monitor the accord on both 
sides of the Afghan-Pakistan 
border, Cordovez added. 

Radio Moscow reported that 
Soviet leader Mikhail Gorba- 
chev confirmed the May 1 5 troop 


withdrawal during a speech to 
Communist Party officials in the 
Soviet city of Tashkent where he 
met with Afghan leader Najib. 

Both leaders said yesterday 
that obstacles to an agreement 
had been cleared and that the 
accord was ready to be signed. 

As well as the Soviet troop 
withdrawal, the settlement calls 
for non-interference in Afghan- 
istan by outside parties. 

But there are no provisions for 
a ceasefire to end the nine-year- 
old war between troops of the 
Soviet-backed Kabul regime and 
Afghan Mujahedeen guerrillas. 

The conflict has caused the 
deaths of one million Afghans

Baghdad bombed, claims Tehran 


NICOSIA, April 8, (Agencies): 
Iraq said i t fired fo ur missi les into 
Iranian cities today. 

On Thursday Iran said its war- 
planes sneaked through Iraqi 
radar into Baghdad and bombed 
a military base and oil refinery, 
killing or wounding dozens of 
Iraqi soldiers. 

It was the first reported bomb- 
ing of the Iraqi capital in three 
years. Iraq demed the city was hit 
yesterday, but the ferocity of 
Iraqi attacks later gave some 
credence to the Iranian claims. 

Both sides bombarded each 
other's cities and towns yester- 
day with missiles and reported 
scores of civilian casualties. 

Iran's Islamic Republic News 
Agency said Tehran retaliated by 
firing two missiles into Baghdad, 
another two into the northern 
city of Mosul and one into A1 


Axnarah farther south. 

The Iraqi News Agency con- 
firmed one of the strikes on 
Baghdad and said civilians were 
killed. It also said Iraqi civilians 
were killed when Iranian long- 
range artillery shelled Iraqi bor- 
der cities. 

A reporter in Tehran confir- 
med there was a loud explosion in 
the pre-dawn hours near the 
city's railway station. 

Raided 

INA, said one missile each was 
fired into Tehran, the holy cily of 
Qom, the central city of Isfahan 
and the northwestern city of 
Tabriz. 

The agency also reported Iraqi 
warplanes raided a “large 
maritime target” last night, a 
reference to an oil tanker. There 
was no immediate confirmation, 
from Gulf shipping sources. 


Iran's lma confirmed that 
missiles hit Tehran and Isfahan. 
It said they landed in residential 
areas, but gave no casualty toll. It 
also said Iraqi warplanes raided 
several Iranian cities, but gave no 
further details. 

The Iranian agency said Iran- 
ian planes bombed military tar- 
gets in northern Iraq, but Iraq’s 
INA said the planes bombed 
residential neighbourhoods in 
the northern city of Amadiya, 
killing civilians. 

A UN team arrived in Bagh- 
dad from Geneva to investigate 
Iraqi allegations that Iran used 
chemical weapons in a March 30- 
31 battle in northeastern Iraq. 
Iran accused Iraq of using 
chemical weapons in the same 
battle.

Sheikh Saad apologised and 
regretted the postponement due 
to “these developments.” 

He said he looked forward to 
visiting Saudi Arabia at the first 
opportunity. 

Prince Abdullah strongly con- 
demned the act and “fully under- 
stood the circumstances which, 
forced the postponement of the 
visit.” 

Hijackers 

kept 

changing 

clothes

“I THOUGHT I was having a 
nightmare,” one of the released 
passengers, Leila Noman 
Abdulla, said, explaining that 
the cabin lights were .dim and 
most of the passengers were 
asleep when the hijackers struck. 

Leila said she awoke on hear- 
ing a loud noise, and then saw 
men, some wearing masks, stan- 
ding in the first class section 
ordering the passengers to move 
to Lhe economy class. 

She quickly realised the men 
were hijackers. 

She said the hijackers were 
armed with pistols and one was 
holding a grenade, and they 
made all the passengers move to 
the rear of the economy class. 

Wanted 

She said the hijackers whisp- 
ered to each other in Arabic and 
English. They did not call out 
names when they wanted to talk, 
but whistled to attract their com- 
panions' attention. 

Leila said that the hijackers 
kept changing their clothes to 
give the impression that the gang 
consisted of more members than 
it really did. 

When Leila wanted some 
medicine from her handbag, she 
was escorted to the first class 
cabin by one of the hijackers. 
When she got there she was sur- 
prised to see a member of the 
gang going through her handbag 
and learnt be was checking her 
nationality from her passport. 

Uncertain 

She said she was the last female 
passenger to be released because 
the hijackers were uncertain 
about her nationality. They fin- 
ally derided to let her go because 
she was a woman. 

She said all the passengers 
were quiet and self-controlled. 
They were also very sleepy due to 
the lack of fresh air. 

The hijackers ordered the pas- 
sengers to raise their hands 
whenever they needed anything. 
Trips to the toilet were made 
under the escort of one of the 
gang, and passengers were given 
only two minutes in the toilet. 

She said that male passengers 
had their hands tied behind their 
backs for three hours at a time. 
They were then untied for a while 
before being tied up again. 

Leila added the hijackers kept 
saying they only wanted justice 
and didn't want to harm 
innocent people. 

A KAC cabin staff, Moham- 
med A1 Deeb. said the passengers 
were very tense on the first day or

Dukakis, Jackson call for unity 


NEW YORK, April 8 , (AP): 
Democratic presidential front- 
runners Michael Dukakis and 
Jesse Jackson are preaching 
unity in the volatile political 
atmosphere of the New York 
primary campaign, but Sen. 
Albert Gore Jr. says he will pers- 
ist in “drawing a contrast" with 
his opponents. 

Hope 

The three are in hot pursuit of 
New York’s 255 delegates, more 
than 10 per cent of the number 
needed for nomination. The 
April 1 9 primary is the largest so 
far this campaign season. 

A fourth Democratic 
presidential candidate. Sen. Paul 
Simon of Illinois, suspended his 
campaign yesterday — and drew 

Train rolls 
away without 
its crew 

LON DON. April 8, ( AP): A run- 
away train with no crew or 
passengers rolled four miles 
(6.5 km) along a main com- 
muter line early yesterday 
before the driver of another 
train clambered aboard and 
brought it to a halt, a rail 
spokesman said. 

The four-coach electric train 
rolled away from the plat- 
form at Three Bridges station 
on the main line between Lon- 
don and the south coast city of 
Brighton as its changeover 
crew chatted with a superv- 
isor in his office. 

When they realised it had left 
without them, they raised the 
alarm and the runaway's 
progress was monitored as 
the train ran north toward 
London. It was brought to a 
halt 36 minutes later at 
Horley, 23 miles (37 km) 
south of London, British Rail 
said. 

“It had apparently taken it into 
its mind to go off on its own,'’ 
a southern region spokesman 
added. He was not identified. 


sharp criticism from Jackson for 
technically remaining in the race 
to keep comrol of the 47 
delegates he will get as a result of 
his Illinois primary victory.

Barbara Gattullo said Robert- 
son hoped- to bring “a strong 
conversative message" to the 
convention. 

The Democratic candidates 
crossed paths often inNew York, 
appearing at forums sponsored 
by the state party and the 
democracy project, a Liberal- 
oriental group. 

They often found it difficult to 
escape the shadows of Gov. 
Mano Cuomo and New York 


city Mayor Ed Koch. 

“Who cares what .... Mario 
Cuomo says?" responded 
Cuomo when pressed about 
whether he would endorse one of 
the contenders. The influential 
governor has been mentioned as 
a possible draft candidate if the 
convention is unable to decide on 
one of the declared candidates. 

Request 

Cuomo also has advised Gore 
to tone down criticism of his 
rivals — a request seconded by 
party chairman Paul G. Kirk Jr. 

“I spoke a year ago about the 
importance of resolving to keep 
the debate and the dialogue 
positive and not involved in any 
negative campaigning,” Kirk 
said.

“They always had the hand 
grenade in the one hand and a 
gun in the other. There was 
always menace but they didn't 
actually maltreat anybody .... in 
fact quite the contrary, they were 
very attentive,” said David 
Carew Jones, a 32- year-old 
market researcher. 

* Susan Silcock, 21, said the 
hijackers seemed determined to 
die for their demands. 

Silcock, who said the Britons 
toasted their return home with 
champagne all the way from 
Kuwait to London, said the 
young hijackers were cutting 
holes in pillow cases to make 
masks ana two of them remained 
masked all the time. 

She could not tell their nation- 
alities but another passenger, 
Mark Appleby, said the hijack- 
ers told him they were Kuwaiti 
nationals. 

Silcock said a Kuwaiti passen- 
ger had told her he had only 
flown twice and had been 
hijacked both times — twice in 
three years. 

'‘He just couldn’t believe it. 
Hijacked for a second time and 
the second time he’d flown,” Sil- 
cock said. 

Suzanne Armstrong, a 23- 
year-old researcher from Lon- 
don, said the hijackers were calm 
and rational at all times and des- 
cribed them as “very determined 
young men.” 

“They were exceedingly 
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organised .... they knew what 
they were doing. The overall 
impression I got was that every- 
thing was very well planned, *' she 
said , appearing relaxed but tired. 

“Conditions aboard the plane 
are really terrible, appalling," the 
Mail of London quoted Susan 
Carew Jones, 35, as saying earlier 
by telephone from Iran. 

“There’s very little oxygen," 
she said. 

She said in a BBC interview 
that the hijacking began as pas- 
sengers on board the jumbo jet 
slept.

“Suddenly there was a lot of 
shouting and we saw the terror- 
ists with grenades and we were 
told to put our hands on pin- 
heads and look down," she said.

After 15 to 20 minutes, the 
passengers were “herded 
together in one section of the

Shultz returns home ending Mideast shuttle 


Amal wins control 


No one accepts or rejects US plan of south Lebanon 
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AMMAN, April 8, (UPr): US 

Secretary of State George Shultz 
ended his Middle East trip today 
the way it began — with no one 
accepting or rejecting his peace 
plan. 

Shultz left Jordan to return to 
Washington from bis five-day, 
five-nation shuttle in which he 
hoped to persuade the Israelis or 
the Arabs to agree to his plan in 
principle. 

Before leaving, he said at a 
news conference that he was not 
dissuaded by the reactions to his 
peace plan. 

“What were we looking for? A 
positive spirit to this peace 
initiative, and we found it. And 
everyone wants us to continue. 

“We go on.” Shultz said. "We 
have shifted gears. We are now in 
a forward gear. People have star- 
ted to engage the substance of the 
proposal. 

“The road ahead is tough but 
we will travel it with determina- 
tion. 

“While I think we made some 
headway on this trip, you 


measure headway in inches, not 
feet, yards or miles.” 

Shultz said he would .person- 
ally return to the region again to 
push the plan, but he did not 
know when. 

' Negotiations 

The proposal calls for an inter- 
national peace conference to 
launch two set s of direct Arab- 
Israeli peace talks. 

The first would establish 
limited self-rule for the 1.5 
million Palestinians in the 
Israeli-occupied West Bank and 
Gaza Strip. 

They would be followed by a 
second round of talks to deter- 
mine the final status of the same 
occupied territories, seized by 
Israel from Jordan and Egypt in 
the 1967 war. 

Jordan and Syria want an 
international peace conference 
that could act as a referee. 

Israeli Prime Minister Yitzhak 
Shamir wants only direct Arab- 
Israeli talks and no conference of 
nations that he fears would gang 
up on Israel. 


Five killed in riot over 
extradition of drug baron 


TEGUCIGALPA, April 8, 
(Reuter): Fourpeople were killed 
in a gun battle at the US embassy 
and another burnt to death yes- 
terday, during a riot over the 
extradition from Honduras of 
alleged drug baron Juan Ramon 
Matta. 

Radio stations said four 
students died in the shooting, a 
girl was burned to death in a car 
and several people wounded. 
There was no official confirma- 
tion of the death tolL The main 
hospital said it received two 
corpses. . 

Heavily-aimed riot police 
stood guard outside the embassy 
as firemen dosed flames that 
spread from the consulate build- 
ing over the road after last night's 
three-hour riot, the most violent 
anti-US protest in Honduras. 

Appeal 

“The government of the 
republic makes an appeal ^for 
citizens to remain calm,” a 
government spokesman said in a 
statement read on national 
radio. Small bands of protesters 
roamed the streets of the capital 
Tegucigalpa in defiance of truck- 


loads of police. 

Witnesses said shooting broke 
out at the embassy after rioters in 
a crowd -of 1,500 broke into the 
consulate and set it afire after 
stealing typewriters, fans and 
other office eq uipment. 

They said the firing seemed to 
come from inside the consulate 
and rioters responded with pistol 
fire as the crowd scattered. A US 
embassy spokesman said there 
were no shots from embassy 
guards and no casualties among 
embassy staff. 

The demonstrators, earlier 
broke windows and set fire to 
more than 20 cars in an embassy 
carpark. 

Rioters also threatened 
foreign reporters, with some say- 
ing they would kill any 
Americans. Reuter photogra- 
pher Juana Anderson was hit by 
a stray rock and needed stitches 
in her head. 

The government statement 
defended the expulsion of Malta, 
a Honduran citizen, to the 
United States, even though the 
constitution bars extradition of 
Honduran nationals. 


As a compromise, the Shultz 
plan calls for the international 
conference to be only a vehicle to 
get to direct lalks. It would not be 
able to veto or impose solutions. 

So far no one is buying it. But 
all of the leaders in the Middle 
East have urged him to continue 
trying Lo find a solution. 

On Thursday. Shultz said of 
his mission: “i'll leave with the 
skeleton (his peace plan) intact 
and a little flesh on it here and 
there and may be a little life on the 
flesh. 

“I think it's (his trip's) been 
. worthwhile and we made a little 
progress here and there. But it 
comes very hard and slow.” 

Missiles 

Shultz said he will continue to 
press ahead with the plan, argu- 
ing no one had rejected it 
outright. 

Beginning his Middle East 
swing last Sunday. Shultz held 
talks with leaders in Israel. Jor- 
dan, Syria, Egypt and Saudi 
Arabia. 

No-smoking 
Day observed 
in Asia 

TOKYO, April 8, (Reuter): 
Asian non-smokers struck a 
mild blow for cleaner air on 
Thursday on No-smoking 
Day, sponsored by the World 
Health Organisation, in a 
region where smoking rarely 
carries the same social stigma 
as in the West. 

ftThe World Health Organisation, 
which declared its 40th birth- 
day a tobacco-free day, said 
about 2.5 million people die 
each year from tobacco- 
related diseases. 

InTokyo, the Ministry of Health 
and Welfare removed all ash- 
trays from its premises, 
presumably to be replaced 
later. 

The world No-smoking Day put 
China's 300 million-strong 
Army of tobacco-lovers 
under siege, but smoke was 
rising from Lhe battlelines as 
many ignored calls to give up 
the habit. 

In India, there was little sign of a 
serious official effort to 
reduce smoking.

It became public knowledge 
last month that Saudi Arabia 
purchased Chinese CSS2-cIass 
surface-to-surface missiles that 
have a range of more than 1 .000 
miles — within easy reach of 
Israel and Iran.

Iranians go to polls 



TEHRAN, April 8. (AP): Iran- 
ians voted for a new parliament 
today, hours after Iraqi missiles 
crashed into their cities, in an 
election that could help deter- 
mine the course of the Islamic 
revolution. 

The nation's 87-year-ofd 
revolutionary leader. Ayatollah 
Khomeini, voted at an open-air 
election station close to his home 
in the northern Tehran suburb of 
Jamaran. 

Slate-run television showed 
the black-iurbaned leader drop- 
ping his ballot into the box, foll- 
owed by his son Ahmad, in lhe 
third elections to the 270-mem- 
ber Majlis since the 1 979 revolu- 
tion. \ 

Iranian leaders earlier expres- 
sed fears that the Iraqis would 
blitz Tehran and other major 
cities to disrupt the polling. The 
20-25 million voters will elect 
deputies for a four-year term. 

A loud explosion, originating 
in the area near a city railroad 
station, rocked the city at 3:40 
am (0010 GMT) just hours 
before the 30,000 polling stations 


/opened across the country. 

The official Islamic Republic 
News Agency, monitored in 
Cyprus, did not give any turnout 
figures but reported the Iranian 
people's “massive presence” at 
the polling stations 
Resolve 

It reported that Iranians “are 
once again displaying their firm 
resolve to safeguard the 
achievements of the Islamic 
revolution despite countless 
plots by enemies.” 

Khomeini declared last week: 
"The people will attend the elec- 
tion with God's help, even if they 
are under missile attack. 1 will 
vote under any circumstances. ” 

He warned: “The people must 
beware and choose candidates 
among ... those loyal to Islam. 
They must choose .their deputies 
from among those who have suf- 
fered from poverty and are real 1 ' 
Muslims, not those who obey 
America.” 

Tehran was decked out in elec- 
tion posters, including bedsheet- 
sized cloth banners bearing the 
names of the candidates.

their wounded fighters as they 
lay on stretchers. 

Telephone reports from Tyre 
said thousands of jubilant 
demonstrators celebrated 
Amal's victory by parading the 
streets ofthedty, chaining “Hez- 
bollah, lake your dogs and go to 
hell *’ and “Yes lo Amal, no to 
Hezbollah.” 


Corruption rising in 
Pakistan, admits Zia 


ISLAMABAD, April 8, 
(Reuter): President Mohammad 
Zia-ul-Haq said on Thursday, 
corruption in Pakistan's govern- 
ment was spreading like an 
epidemic. 

He told the annual opening of 
parliament the best way of stam- 
ping out graft in this Muslim 
nation of 100 million people 
would be lo apply traditional 
Islamic laws more vigorously. 

"People are fed up with 
corruption.” Zia said. His speech 
was described by political 
analysts as a criticism of the 
three^year-old civilian adminis- 
tration of' Prime Minister 
Mohammad Khan Junejo. 

“More than half the com- 
plaints people send to my 
secretariat are about bribery and 


favour-seeking ... people say this 
epidemic was there in the past but 
no so much as now.” 

Zia. who seized power in a 
1977 military coup, handed over 
day-to-day affairs of state to Jun- 
ejo after controversial 1985 elec- 
tions from which political parties 
were barred. 

Blame 

Zia complained that a process 
of enforcing an Islamic order in 
Pakistan had been slowed down 
during the past three years. He 
blamed bribery on what he called 
a slow process of justice. 

“It has assumed alarming 
proportions over the past three 
years. Not only rates of bribery 
have gone up. people also 
demand a bribe openly.

War of cities will come to an 
end soon, hopes Sheikh Issa 


MANAMA, April 8, (Kuna): 
Amir ofBahrain, Sheikh Issa Bin 
Salman Al Khalifa expressed 
hope that the war of cities bet- 
ween Iran and Iraq would soon 
come to an end. 

Sheikh Issa stressed in an 
interview with the Egyptian new- 
spaper Al-Ahram published here 
today that the continuation, of 
the Iraq-Iran war “represent a 
ceaseless bleeding of human- 
itarian and material capabilities 
of both warring countries in 
addition to threatening the 
stability and security of the 
region." 

He underlined the Gulf area's 
need for peace and tranquility 
“so that everybody could 
dedicate his efforts to construc- 
tion and development and to live 
in an atmosphere of peaceful 
neighbourliness, where there is 
mutual respect for each coun- 
try's sovereignty and non-inter- 
ference in their internal affairs." 

The Gulf News Agency which 
published the interview in the 
Egyptian paper Al-Ahram yes- 
terday quoted Sheikh Issa as 
praising the stand taken by Iraq 
vis-a-vis the peace initiatives and 
Iraqi readiness to implement 
Security Council resolution 598 
pertaining to the Gulf war. 

The Amir of Bahra in expres- 
sed hope that Iran would follow 


suit and positively respond to 
peace appeals, reiterating that 
“the continuation of the Gulf 
war would benefit no party but 
the enemies o f Arabs and Islam . ” 
Unify 

Turning to the Palestinian 
popular uprising against the 
Israeli occupation, the Amir of 
Bahrain stressed that the upris- 
ing “underlines without any 
doubt, the Palestinian peoples' 
determination to liberate their 
land no matter what the 
sacrifices were and how the 
Israeli practices were." 

Sheikh Issa furthermore, 
called on Arabs to adopt a 
unified stand in order to support 
the Palestinian uprising against 
the Israeli occupation. He 
attributed the eruption of the 
uprising to the atrocities com- 
mitted by the Israelis against the 
Palestinians. 

The Amir of Bahrain added 
that time was r^pe enough for the. 
Arabs to unify their stands and to 
agree on a collective plan in order 
to unveil Israeli deluding 
approaches and practices. He 
stressed that “had the Arabs 
agreed on a common stand, opin- 
ion and action, Israel would not 
have dared to carry on its aggres-

39pc of people start 
smoking while in their teens 


ACCORDING to a study con- 
ducted in the Jahra Health Area, 
39 per cent of those who smoke 
began as teenagers and nine per 
cent began smoking between the 
agesof 40 and 45. 

Forty-three per cent of the 
smokers surveyed said they 
smoke because it helps them to 
feel more relaxed, 23 per centsaid 
that they smoked because they 
wanted to imitate other smokers 
and 1 5 per cent smoked because 
they thoughL it added to their 
character. 

Influenced 

The study confirmed the 
importance of an intensive 
awareness programme to help 
smokers give up the habit with 57 
per cent of those polled saying 
they found it very difficult to quit 
smoking and 43 per cent saying 
they had tried to stop smoking 
but were unable to. 

It was also found that- 67 per 
cent of the smokers took up 
smoking because of their friends 
and 21 per cent were influenced 


by family members. Recommen- 
dations from the study included 
encouraging young people to ’ 
become involved in various hob- 
bies and sports and the sugges- 
tion that clubs work with the 
Kuwait Anti-smoking Society to 
coordinate efforts. 

The importance of the infor- 
mation media was brought into 
question when 73 pr cent said 
that the media did not influence 
them. It was suggested, however, 
that pregnant women need to be 
made aware of the danger of 
smoking on their unborn baby. 

Course 

It was recommended that tea- 
chers be given special courses on 
smoking as a social and health 
problem so they would be better 
prepared to confront the ques- 
tion in their classroom. 

The effects of smoking on the 
environment were also emphas- 
ised in the study and it was sug- 
gested that posters depicting the 
environmental hazards ( be made 
available. 


People turning to drugs 
to forget their problems 


COLONEL Abdullah Al Far- 
han, the director of the Anti- 
Drug and Alcohol Department 
at Kuwait's Interior Ministry, 
attributed the increase in the use 
of drugs and alcohol to people's 
attempts to forget about their 
problems. 

In an interview with the Al 
Dakhliyah magazine, Al Farhan 
advised young people to select 
their friends carefully, explaining 
that most victims of drag and 
alcohol addiction were pressured 
by their friends .to try these 
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agents. 

He added that the dangers of 
addiction were precipitated by 
social and psychological 
problems which families have to 
face. 

Al Farhan explained that 
Kuwait had worked hard to com- 
bat the problem of addiction 
since it was noted in 1955. Several 
measures have been taken to 
limit the spread of drugs and 
alcohol, he said, adding that the 
government had helped establish 
the Arab Strategy for Fighting 
Drug Abuse and the National 
Committee for Fighting Drug 
Abuse. 

He said the department had 
participated in several inter- 
national conferences and semin- 
ars on drug control and had con- 
cluded bilateral agreements with 
a number of countries in an effort 
to control drug smuggling.

Kuwait’s stand praised 


KUWAIT is doing its utmost to 
avoid involvement in the Iraq- 
Iran conflict and is of the opinion 
that security of the region lies in 
fostering peace among all Gulf 
countries, Pravda, organ of the 
Soviet Communist Party said 
yesterday. 

“Kuwait has cordial relations 
with Iraq but has kept the door 
open for / improved ties with 
Iran," the daily said, recalling 
assurances by the Deputy

Uprising awakens 
American concern

WASHINGTON: For 

America's Arab population, 
□ow is tbe time to score points 
with the public and particularly 
with Congress. 

The three-month-old uprising 
of Palestinians in Israeli- 
occupied lands has awakened 
American concern for their 
struggle. Israel's usually good 
sense or public relations has gone 
awry, and the American Jewish 
community is in a state of con- 
fusion. 

Trouble is, the playing field 
isn't even. Hie' Arab- American 
community can't come close to 
competing with American Jewry 
in fund raising, lobbying Con- 
gress, or influencing ' elections 
through politicaJ-actipn com- 
mittees. 

On money-raising, the issue is 
not just population size — 2.2 
million Arab- Americans to six 
million American Jews; it's also a 
matter of tradition. 

"Arabs are by nature very gen- 
erous people, very warm and 
hospitable, but I don't thin k they 
are philanthropic by nature," 
says Ronnie Hammad, director 
of tbe Houston office of the 
American-Arab Anti-Dis- 
crimination Committee (ADC). 

“Here in the United States, it's 
been an educational process to 
make them understand the 
importance of contributing, that 
nothing happens in this country 
without money,” Hammad 
adds. 

Influencing 

By all appearances, the only 
registered lobbying group for 
Arab-American causes, the 
National Association of Arab 
Americans, is not a force in 
influencing Congress. The eight- 
year-old ADC, which has flouri- 
shed into the largest Arab 
American organisation with 

18,000 members, would like to 
get into lobbying, but it doesn’t 
have the money to hire good lob- 
byists, says direcio/ Abdeen 
Jabara. 

Where the strategy of Arab 
leaders really lies is not in com- 
peting with the Jewish commun- 
ity in the current system, but in 
changjng the system. The power 
of political-action committees is 
one target. At the ADC conven- 
tion here recently Arab- 
Americans were exhorted to 
lobby their congressmen to sup- 


port a bill to lower the amounts 
of money PACs are allowed to 
contribute to congressional cam- 
paigns. 

“It offers the first real chance 
to break the iron grip of the 
Israeli lobby over Congress,” 
declares an ADC flier. 

It is a well-known axiom in 
Congress that to speak out for 
Palestinian causes carries great 
risks, while not to speak out 
carries no risk. The situation will 
not change until it becomes 
politically necessary for leg- 
islators to speak out, Arab- 
American leaders say. 

“Public opinion is not reflec- 
ted in Congress,” ADC director 
Jabara says. 

“But nothing is going to 
change until they feel heat from 
their constituents.” 

Constituency 

Building a constituency at the 
grassroots' level and teaching 
Arab- Americans how to exercise 
their democratic rights have been 
a key focus of community leaders 
for the past several years. 

Four years ago, James Zogby 
left as head of the ADC and star- 
ted the Arab American Institute, 
which coordinates local efforts 
to establish an Arab-American 
presence in the political parti es. 

For the current presidential 
campaign, Zogby's organisation 
laid out a four-part plan to build 
that presence: . 

• Make sure Arab- Americans 
are registered to vote. 

• Get Arab- Americans into 
campaign staffs. 

• Train Arab- Americans in how 
to become delegates for party 
conventions. 

• Coach local Arab-American 
comm unities in making the most 
of their political clouL 

Zogby is particularly excited 
about successes in lining up 
Arab- Americans to be delegates 
for the national conventions. In 
the 1984 campaign, six delegates 
were slated and four won. This 
time, 85 have, beed^latttd -Sr most 
of them with Jesse Jackson. ' 

Jackson has played a major 
role as a tallying point for Arab- 
Americans in this campaign. In 
an informal survey, conducted 
by the Arab American Institute, 
80 per cent of Arab-American 
political activists in 17 commun- 
ities said they support Jackson.

Macao tangled up 
in Peking’s politics

MACAO, (Reuter): Macao, the 
Portuguese enclave whose major 
money makers are gambling and 
prostitution, is becoming tan- 
gled up in Peking's politics. 

Hie Chinese officially take 
over this dot of a territory on 
China's southern coast in 1999. 
But Peking mandarins are 
already reckoned to be battling 
Chinese company managers and 
provincial bureaucrats for con- 
trol of Macao. 

In the middle are Macao's 
residents, about 10,000 Por- 
tuguese or Eurasians and 

410.000 ethnic Chinese. Some 
are planning to stay after China 
takes over because they hope to 
make a lot of money. Others are 
getting ready to leave because 
they fear the communists. 

But most, mainly those with- 
out enough money to make a- 
choice, can do little but wait 
uneasily to see what happens. 

Jaime Lo. a Portuguese- 
speaking Chinese, has lived here 
all his life and worries about the 
future, but he doesn't earn 
enough as a port policeman to 
emigrate. 

Fears 

Looking from the quays of 
Macao across the water at China' 
only 75 yards (metres) away, he 
summed up thefearjsof the many 
who have to say: “China is very 
poor. They don't have the stan- 
dard of living we have here. Or 
the freedom. I think it could be 
pretty bad when the Chinese lake 
over.” 

Portugal established Macao in 
1557, 40 miles from what would 
eventually become the thriving 
British colony of Hong Kong; 

For a century Macao was one 
of the world’s richest cities, but 
its fortunes faded as Portugal's 
dominance of trade with the East 
waned. 

In the middle of the last cen- 
tury, to stave off destitution, 
Macao legalised gambling, 
which along with prostitution 
still provides much of the 
territory’s income. 


Casinos, nightclubs and mas- 
sage parlours attract many of the 
more than five million visitors, 
mostly Chinese from Hong 
Kong, who come here each year. 

The heritage of Portugal mixes 
wilh the culture of modem 
China. Colonial buildings, 
sometimes centuries old and the 
worse for wear, stand near streets 
markets where Chinese 
delicacies like dog and snake are 
sold. 

Shop signs are often in both 
Portuguese and Chinese, and life 
has the relaxed pace of Portugal 

But Macao's history as a Por- 
tuguese territory ends soon. Last 
year Portugal and China signed 
an agreement returning control 
to China in 1999, two years after 
the mainland lakes over Hong 
Kong from Britian. 

Pelting has promised to let 
Macao keep capitalism and its 
political system for 50 years, the 
same promise it made to Hong 
Kong. 

But people here already see 
China's influence growing 
quickly. 

“Large Chinese (state-owned) 
companies and ‘banks and 
provincial governments are buy- 
ing property and investing in fac- 
tories. They are also taking over 
local companies, and setting up 
trading companies,” says 
Eduardo Tavares da Silva, direc- 
tor of the Macao Business Cen- 
tre, which advises mainland 
Chinese investors. 

China's influence goes well 
beyond business. It controls- 
many labour unions, and the 
Macao Daily, the largest Chin- 
ese-language newspaper, openly 
supports Pelting, as do many 
local Chinese leaders. 

With Chinese power so 
evident now, the people of 
Macao know their futures 
depend on politics in Peking. 

Some are hopeful, arguing 
that Macao and Hong Kong are 
but small parts in China's scheme 
to convince Taiwan it should 
rejoin Lhe mainland under Pek- 
ing’s “one country, two systems” 
policy- 


Leaders’ tussle makes no dent in enthusiasm

TEL AVIV, (Reuter): While 
Israeli leaders tussle with 
Washington over how to handle 
a Palestinian uprising in the 
occupied territories, Israelis still 
embrace the United States with 
such enthusiasm that some say 
they live in America's 51st state. 

“America is the second 
homeland of Israeli Jews,” says 
- engineer Nehemiah Kaplan, 50. 

At present. Prime Minister 
Yitzhak S hami r is firmly resist- 
ing a Middle East peace plan 
from visiting US Secretary of 
State George Shultz, but both 
men say the differences will not 
shake the deep friendship bet- 
ween the Jewish state and its 
American patron. 

Demonstrations in Israel more 
often support US policy than 
attack it. The largest turnout at 
the US embassy recently gath- 
ered not to criticise America, but 
to praise it. The crowd supported 
US perseverance on behalf of 
Soviet Jewry. 

The dollar is nearly always on 


the rise. And US newsmagazines 
are best sellers with one of every 
200 Israelis buying Time, and 
one in 400 getting Newsweek. 

“The United States in general 
is a domestic issue in Israel and 
not a foreign issue, and the same 
is true in the United States,” says 
Hytan Gilboa, dean of overseas 
students at Hebrew University 
and an expert on US-Israeli rela- 
tions. 

Aid 

Leaders of both countries ins- 
ist their friendship transcends 
discord over US Middle East 
peace initiative and Israel's use of 
beatings and bullets to quash 
Palestinian unrest in the 
occupied West Bank and Gaza 
Strip. 

“it’s a love-hate relationship 
without the hate,” says Howard 
Lane, public affairs counsellor at 
the US embassy in Tel Aviv. 

Israel receives more US aid — 
$3 billion a year — than any 
oLher country. Israeli and 
American officials meet 
regularly on issues of military 
cooperation. 


There are other ties. The 
world’s largest Jewish commun- 
ity — six million in number — 
lives iti the United States. 
Roughly half of all Israelis have 
family or Jewish friends there. 

Business flows because of a 
unique 1985 free-trade 
agreement gradually lifting 
tariffs between Israel and the 
United States. Only Canada has 
a similar arrangement with 
Washington. 

More than half the 75,000 
Americans in Israel are members 
of the 37-year-old Association of 
American and Canadians in 
Israel (AACI). a group that pres- 
ses such distinctly American 
causes as selectoral reform, con- 
sumer protection and voluntar- 
ism. 

American influence has cap- 
tivated Israeli society. 

“We feel so close to the United 
States that we have more faith in 
their economy than they do. This 
is the only country in the world 
where the dollar is going up,” 
says Guillermo Levin ton, Bud- 
weiser Beer's Israeli marketing

Rock music radio stations 
relieve tension in Beirut

BEIRUT, (Reuter): Rock music 
radio stations in.Beirut are riding 
a wave of popularity as -young 
people strapped for cash look for 
an antidote to relieve the tensions 
of civil war. 

Slick and professional disc 
jockeys play British, American 
and French hits 24 hours a day 
across the FM band. They talk 
English and French, widely 
understood and accepted as the 
languages of the Rock culture. 

But the chat is kept to a min- 
imum. 

"People don’t like to hear 
talk,” said Charles Chidiac, 
manager of Magic 102. “It is the 
stress of war. They just want 
music. Often we have no announ- 
cements between the records.” 

Apart from the cinema, which 
costs 250 pounds (70 US cents) a 
ticket, nightlife in Christian east 
Beirut is expensive so youngsters 
tend to stay at home and gather 
around the radio with friends. 

Lack of a secure future after 1 3 
years of civil war means investors 
are wary of pulling money into 
new entertainment ventures, said 
Raymond Gaspar, who manages 
Radio One and promotes con- 
certs by local artists. 

“Life is difficult. We have an 
economic crisis so people go out 
as little as possible,” said 
Chidiac. 26, in his office at the 
port of Jounieh north of Beirut. 

“A night out could cost 1 ,500- 

2,000 pounds (four to six dollars) 
each, which is a lot of money if 
you earn the minimum monthly

NAIROBI, (Reuter): Rains are 
slowly sweeping nonh through 
Africa, rolling back a drought 
that has ravaged much of the 
continent. 

The drought “looks like it 
might break,” said Peter Usher, 
meteorological chief at the 
Nairobi-based United Nations 
Environment Programme. 

The rains, breaking dry spells 
that have lasted as long as seven 
years in some areas, promise des- 
perately needed relief for 
millions of people threatened by 
starvation — if they can hold out 
until the next harvests. 

First signs of a change in for- 
tunes came late last year, when 
torrential rains broke the back of 
a five-year drought in South 
Africa. 

They have since carried north 
to Kenya, oh the equator, and 
are continuing into Ethiopia, 
where more than -five million 
people face famine, and Sudan.

Bush brags about his 
experience in CIA

WASHINGTON: George Bush 
was shocked and apprehensive. 
President Gerald Ford had just 
asked him to quit his post as 
ambassador to China and take 
over the troubled Central 
Intelligence Agency. Itwas 1975. 

The agency was a “dead end” 
job. Bush thought — and it 
would be the finish ofhis political 
career. He wondered whether his 
political opponents planned to 
“buiy Bush at the the CIA.” He 
thought about a comment Henry 
Kissinger once made: “Even 
paranoids have real enemies.” 

Today, Bush brags about his 
CIA experience. It has become 
one of the crown jewels in his 
sparkling resume — a job that he 
says gave him special insight and 
helped equip him for the White 
House. 

Bush claims he was responsi- 
ble for “picking up the CIA when 
it was down.” In an interview 
with the Monitor, he claimed 
credit for making needed chan- 
ges and putting the intelligence 
community back-on its. feet 
■. IsBxishclaimingloomuch?Or 
did be reallyjdo Ibefiist-classjob 
that hetidks about-m- campaign 
speeches all across the country? 

The Bush tenure at the CIA’s 
Langley, Va., headquarters las- 
ted only about a year. But it was a 
year of deep problems at the 
agency, its morale shattered by 
the revelations of a Senate inves- 
tigating committee beaded by 
Frank Church (£>) of Idaho. If 
one asks people in the American 
intelligence community about 
Bush, there is much praise for his 
time at Langley. 

William Colby, who was CIA 
director until Bush took over, 
says; “The first thin g to remem- 
ber is the Bush did a good job.” 
Colby says Bush was so fondly 
remembered that in 1980, if the 
presidential election had been 
held only at CIA headquarters, 
Bush “would have gotten 99 per 
cent of the votes.” 

Richard Helms, another for- 
mer CIA director, jokes that 
intelligence operatives thought 
Bush “walked on water.” 

1 Loch Johnson, a political 
science professor at the Univer- 
sity of Georgia, worked with 
Senator Church on the lengthy 
investigation of the CIA during 
the mid-1970s. He' watched 
Bush’s performance at Langley, 
and rates it favourably. 

“Bush's general description of 
what he accomplished there is 
right. He was a tonic for the 
agency when it was feeting pretty

more normal pattern, and rains 
in southern Africa appear lo 
have been good. 

“In Kenya they have started 
on time in March and appear lo 
be good. There is every indica- 
tion now that they will be good as 
they move north into Ethiopia 
and Sudan”, he said. 

The pressure belt can gain or 
lose strength as it changes direc- 
tion, but usually does not do so 
once it is northern or southern 
bound. 

Tbe rain could, therefore, ben- 
efit all or most of the 20 countries 
which only months ago formed a 
giant drought bell, tracing an arc 
From Mauritania in the west 
through Somalia on the east 
coast south to Swaziland. 

Aid 

But many people may con- 
tinue to suffer hunger until 
present food crops, or those 
planted in comingmonths, grow. 

The UN I Foodand Agriculture 
Organization, in its latest crop 
report for Africa on Feb 26, war- 
ned of precarious prospects for 
food supplies despite hefty 
foreign handouts. 

Of 4.6 million lonnes of food 
aid needed to tide countries 
south of the Sahara through to 


the next harvests, more than one 
fifth — needed in 35 countries — 
had yet to win pledges. 

Ethiopia, Angola, Benin, Bot- 
swana, Chad, Madagascar, Mal- 
awi, Mozambique and Niger 
needed exceptional relief, it said. 

An end to drought is only part 
of the answer. Civil war reduces 
the ability of Angola, Chad, Eth- 
iopia. Mozambique and Sudan 
to feed their peoples. 

The rains could also create fer- 
tile hunting grounds for huge 
swarms of locusts sweeping 
North and West Africa in the 
worst plague for 30 years, and 
threatening to move south. 

Already, the rains have taken a 
heavy toll. Hundreds of people 
have died and flood damage runs 
into millions of dollars. 

In Mozambique, where an 
estimated four million people 
face starvation, floods forced the 
evacuation of 15,000 people 
from the Limpopo valley. 

Cyclone-borne rains damaged 
rice fields, felled coconut trees, 
temporarily knocked out clean 
water supplies in Beira, and for- 
ced the closure of a road from 
that Indian Ocean port to 
Harare. Beira is an important 
artery to the sea for landlocked 
Zimbabwe. 


Excessive rains reduced Zim- 
babwe's tobacco harvest, its 
main export crop, and 
threatened cotton and maize 
harvests. Sunny weather needs to 
continue in order to overcome 
the effects, the state farm man- 
agement advisory agency, 
Agritex, says. 

Downpours in Lesotho last 
October created widespread 
havoc, prompting the govern- 
ment to declare a state of emer- 
gency. 

Damage apart, some countries 
have reaped a bonanza. Mal- 
awi’s President Kamuzu Banda 
has predicted a bumper harvest 
after last season's drought left 
shortages of staple maize. 

Botswana declared a crip- 
pling, seven-year drought over. 

Usher warns against com- 
placency, however. Develop- 
ment of long-term forecasting 
tools is at an early stage in Africa, 
which still has limited understan- 
ding of the climate. 

“While one drought is often 
followed by another drought, or 
a wet period by a wet period, one 
cannot rely on that. 

“One should always plan for 
drought in Africa, or be prepared 
for drought, because drought is 
normal now.” he said.

A number of sources agree 
that Bush demonstrated two 
great strengths while he was at 
the agency. Personally, he was 
warm, gracious, and sincere. He 
showed a genuine interest in find- 
ing out what was going on. At a 
time when the CIA was at its 
nadir, being battered almost 
daily in the media, he treated the 
people of the agency with res- 
pect Morale quickly climbed. 

Bush also unproved the agen- 
cy’s relations with official 
Washington. His hail-fellow- 
well-met attitude toward con- 
gressmen, his warmth, and his 
understanding of official 
Washington mended fences. 

Archie Roosevelt grandson of 
President Theodore Roosevelt 
and a longtime intelligence 
officer, calls Bush “a very h uman 
man who knows how to talk to 
people. He also brought to the 

• job a broad education” — 
immensely important at Lan- 
giey. 

Roosevelt author of the just- 
released book, “For Lust of 
Knowing: Memoirs of an 
Intelligence Officer,” says the 
agency was a “wreck” when 
Bush arrived. “Bush came along 
and with his personality and his 
contacts, and did a great-deal to 


restore the morale there.” 

While most comments about 
Bush are positive, a number of 
sources caution that his CIA per- 
formance should not be exag- 
gerated. 

There is general agreement 
that it takes about two years to 
master the job of director of cen- 
tral intelligence and to begin hav- 
ing major input into a vast 
bureaucracy which' extends 
around the world. 

Bush stepped down after one 
year when Jimmy Carter, a 
Democrat, was elected to the 
White House. So his role at CIA, 
while important, was somewhat 
.“superficial,” Johnson says. 
There simply wasn't time to get 
dug in. 

Johnson also adds this foot- 
note: “I get a little nervous about 
Bush in the White House because 
I feel there might be an air of 
permissiveness pervading the 
intelligence establishment, and 
not the controls that President 
Carter imposed.”

More than 10 years later, for- 
mer director Helms still blasts the 
Senate hearings that revealed 
CIA methods as “irresponsible.” 
And Johnson, who took part in 
those hearings, says now that 
some charges against the agency 
may have been "exaggerated” 
and that “most of what the 
agency did was laudable.” Buthe 
says there were some “repug- 
nant” aspects of the agency’s 
work, and he worries that Bush 
might not keept such tendencies 
in check.” 

Robert Morgan, a former US 
senator and now director of the 
State Bureau of Investigation in 
North Carolina, took part in the 
CIA hearings; He cautions that it 
was only after Bush left and 
A dm- Stan sTi eld Turner wasput 
in charge at Langley that some 
improper clandestine' activities 
were halted. 

One of Bush’s final acts as 
director was to brief President- 
elect Carter, in-Noveinber 1976. 

In his autobiography, “Look- 
ing Fo ward,” Bush recalls that as 
he and his aides were.explaininga 
problem expected to reach crisis 
levels by the mid-1980s. Carte- 
held up his hand to stop. He said 
withasmile: 

“I don’t need to worry abbot 
that By then George will be 
president.”

LaToya Jackson: wants a piece of the action

ATLANTIC CITY, New Jer- 
sey, (UP1): It's not easy being 
the sister of a superstar anger. 
If you are trying to launch your 
own musical career, the com- 
parisons are inevitable. 
Sometimes people just don't 
give you a fair snake. 

La Toya Jackson — sister of 
Michael and Janet — knows. 
She has tried in the past to 
launch her singing career but 
the few albums she recorded 
failed to light any fires in the 
music world. 

“I feel that the public has a 
tendency to compare and to 
judge," said Jackson, whose 
age has been reported any- 
where from 25 to 32. 

.“We are all individuals.” 
Jackson said. “I think it is 
wrong to compare. Iff was just 
an entertainer, everything 
would be just swell. But the 
minute they hear the name 
Jackson, they expect much 
more than they would of a 
regular entertainer.” 

Jack Gordon, her manager, 
echoed his protege's - sen- 
timents. 

“I think La Toya has been 
totally forgotten,” Gordon 
said. 

Many remember La Toya as 
the shy J ackson who once made 
a fashion statement by wearing 
a headband on stage. She 
always attired herself modestly. 
La Toya may have worn flashy 
sequins, but they were sewn on 
long, high-cut gowns or long- 
sleeved blazers. 

La Toya reincarnated can 
take your breath away. 

Publicity shots show her clad 
in skintight pants, with suspen- 
ders hooked to a lacy, black. 
French-style bra. Bare midriff. 
Curves. Galore. Long, painted 
fingernails. Pouty mouth. 
Flawless skin. Sculptured 
cheekbones. Her hair a cloud of 
lack tresses. 

The word sultry comes to 
mind. 

“It was more or less girlish 
before," Jackson said, describ- 
ing her earlier image. “My 
manager wanted to get away 
from that. I always made sure 
that I was totally covered. My 
manager kept telling me 'you

can’t do that." 

But the woman with the pixie 
voice, who is also the national 
spokeswoman For Nancy

“He has me wearing — I still 
get embarrassed saying it — 
beaded bras and things," Jack- 
son said with a nervous giggle.

Jackson is 
also recording a new album, as 
yet unnamed, that will be 
released shortly after her debut. 

And she's got a new show 
that promises to be as lavish a 
spectacle as any Michael Jack- 
son production. La Toya will 
open the show by cruising out 
on stage on a black motorcycle 
in a blaze of smoke, fire and 
explosions. 

She will be accompanied by 
an eight-piece band who will be 
sporting purple, red and green 
hair. The show will feature 
lasers, lights and “dance 
routines that nobody has ever 
seen before,” Gordon said. 

Much, if not all, of the Jack- 
son family is expected to attend 
La Toya's premier, as are 
scores of celebrities personally 
‘invited by the Trump organisa- 
tion.

“Now, although I have fini- 
shed my course of treatment, 
there is a possibility that it will 
come h ack- But I do not want 
to worry about that. I just want 
to get on with my career. 

“Getting back into the 
recording studio is definitely 
an inspiration and the doctors 
have said it is good therapy.”

Some analysts speculate that 
the KIO is making a trial run of 
tactics that it might pursue else- 


where. Others simply see it react- 
ing to the particular conditions 
of Spanish business. 

Either way, Spanish bankers 
and businessmen say they have 
been surprised by the boldness of 
recent KIO investments in 
property, banking, chemicals, 
sugar- refining and fertilisers. 

And_ a senior government 
official^ who spoke on condition 
he was not identified, said the 
KIO was recently asked to 
inform the administration 
beforehand of any major new 
investments it intended to make 
in Spain. 

The Kuwaitis, who have con- 
ducted many of their investments 
through a Spanish company 
called Torres Hostcnch, have 
also been asked not to take con- 
trol of banks, defence firms or 
companies with interests in the 
media. 

“We have made meetings with 
KIO officials and we have establ- 
ished ground rules,” the govern- 
ment official said. “We have 
been given assurances by the 
Kuwaitis that they are long-term 
investors.” 

The London-based KIO’s 


general manager, Fouad Gafiar, 
said: “Our relations with the 
Spanish government are 
excellent ana we are very, very 
happy with them.” 

He declined comment on 
Kuwaiti investments in Spain, 
which analysts estimated at bet- 
ween S2 and 3 billion. 

“Spain is probably being used 
by the KIO as a test-tube for 
some new ideas, such as a more 
hands-on attitude towards man- 
agement,” said a US banker, 
who asked not to be identified. 

Activity 

But bankers in Kuwait itself 
'said they thought the KIO 
favoured a management role in 
Spain mainly to safeguard its 
investments in what is con- 
sidered a riskier legal and econ- 
omic environment Lhan in other 
West European countries. 

The KIO’s main investment 
vehicle in Spain is Torres H os- 
tench. in which it owns a 45-per- 
cent slake. Torres is chaired by 
KIO's chairman Sheikh Fahad 
A1 Sabah, although the manag- 
ing director, Jorge Nunez, is a 
Spaniard. 

The Kuwaitis bought Torras. 


whose main activity is paper 
processing, cheap in 1986 and 
last year recapitalised it with a 55 
billion peseta ($485 million) 
rights issue, the largest in Span- 
ish corporate history. 

Torres used the proceeds to 
buy Cros Sa, a Barcelona-based 
fertiliser firm, and a 24.5-per- 
cent stake in Union Explosivos 
Rio Tinto which has interests in 
chemicals and fertilisers. 

The KIO's boldest Spanish 
investments have been in asset- 
rich companies with a poor profit 
record, a stockbroker in London 
said, which seemed to contrast 
with a normal strategy elsewhere 
of making portfolio investments 
in blue-cmp firms. 

A London-based analyst said: 
“The Kuwaitis have shown greaL 
vision in Spain and are in it for 
Ihe least 10 years. They have 
invested very shrewdly.” 
Neglected 

They were prepared to put 
money in sectors such as 
chemicals and fertilisers which 
ha(] been neglected by Spanish 
businessmen, the analyst added. 

But, while London stock 
analysts praise the KIO's sense of 


timing and its sharp eye for 
undervalued companies with 
hidden assets, some Spanish 
commentators fail to see a clear 
strategy. * 

Torras recently bought a min- 
ority stake In Grupo Zeta, a new- 
spaper publishing group, but 
sold it again after the govern- 
ment told it that investments in 
the sector were not welcome, the 
government official said. 

Nunez. Torras’ managing 
director, has responded to critics 
who say K IO has only short-term 
jnterestsin Spain. “Twohundred 
and fifty billion pesetas (S2.2 
billion) are very difficult to disin- 
vest,” he said on television. 

Torres' latest move was to 
launch a hostile bid for Ebro, 
Spain’s leading sugar refiner 
which it says it wants lo turn into 
an international food group. 

Ebro, after initially opposing 
the bid, said after talks with KIO 
on April 6 it was accepting a 
friendly takeover. 

KIO purchases last year 
included stake-building in two 
banks — ittook stakes of 4.65 per 
centin Banco de Vizcaya and just 
under seven per cent in Banco 


Central. 

The government then told the 
Kuwaitis it opposed a foreign 
takeover of a major Spanish 
bank, the government official 
said. 

The KIO sold back its Vizcaya 
stake to the bank last October. 
“It was very well executed, they 
bought cheap and sold it back for 
a lot of money,” a US banker 
said. 

Stake 

Then KIO pooled its stake in 
Central with Spanish investors in 
a joint holding company. Car- 
rera Central. 

The government official said: 
“We would prefer the stake in 
Banco Central to be totally in 
Spanish hands but we accept this 
situation as a compromise.” 

KIO's team includes Javier de 
la Rosa, a deputy chairman of 
Torras Hoslench, who has a 
background in Spanish banking. 

He was formerly a top official 
at the now defunct Banco 
Garriga Nogues, a banking sub- 
sidiary of Banco Espanol de 
Credito, wound up in 1986 after 
running up debts of 73.81 billion 
pesetas ($640 million).

It rose one spot in the rankings 
to 10th since last year based on 
sales, selling $26.25 billion worth 
of goods and services, or 1 6.6 per 
cent more than it had in 1986. 

Troubles 

“We've come a long way since 
the dark days at the beginning of 
this decade,” said a Chrysler 
official, referring to its deep fin- 
ancial troubles and a US govern- 
ment bailout. 

The top six companies — Gen- 
eral Motors Corp, Exxon Corp, 
Ford Motor Co. Internationa] 
Business Machines Crop, Mobil 
Corp and General Electric Co — 
held the same spots in 1987 that 
they had in the 1 986 Fortune 500 
list. 

Texaco, at seventh place, and 
eighth- ranked American Tele- 
phone Telegraph Co swapped 
places from the year before.

Opec team needs to give market some hope 


A SPECIAL Opec monitoring 
committee set to meet in Vienna 
tomorrow must make some ges- 
ture that will offer hope for 
higher or at least stable oil prices, 
or the market could tumble on 
Monday, oil analysts say. 

Oil prices are about $3 below 
Opec's targe tied average price of 
$18 a barrel because of a glut of 
oil on world markets. 

Opec president and Nigerian 
Oil Minister Rilwanu Lukman 
has blamed non-Opec producers 
for much of the oversupply, but 
industry sources say that step- 
ped-up Opec production and 
price-cutting by organisation 
members are also very much to 
blame for the weak market.

World Bank 
to give aid 
to Indonesia 

JAKARTA, Indonesia, April 8, 
(AP): The World Bank will lend 
Indonesia $200 million a year to 
help restructure its textile indus- 
try. an industrialist said today. 

H. Chamroel Djafri, an 
■ executive of the Indonesian Tex- 
tile Association, said the first 
loan, carrying a 15 per cent 
interest rate, should be available 
on Jan 1, 1989. He gave no fur- 
ther details about the terms, 
including how long the World 
Bank would continue to provide 
the aid. 

Funds 

He said the funds would be 
channelled to industrialists 
through commercial banks. 

Indonesia had asked for about 
$1 billion annually for a 10-year 
period, he added. 

Djafri said much of Indon- 
esia’s textile industry has aging 
equipment that needs 
replacement. 

The textile industry, one of 
Indonesia's major foreign 
exchange earners, contributed $ 1 
billion to the country's $8.7 
bill ion of non-oil export earnings 
in 1987.

US steps up farm-export subsidies 


WASHINGTON, April 8, 
(Reuter): Stimulated by strong 
demand for US farm products 
abroad and by a trade policy 
designed to bring competitors to 
the bargaining table, the United 
States has been subsidising crop 
exports at a blistering rate. 

This year has seen a sharp 
increase in US farm exports 
through a subsidy programme 
that gives exporting companies 
government-owned com- 
modities to compensate them for 
offering grain at a discount to 
their overseas buyers. 

The United States has given 
$1.8 billion worth of- com- 
modities to exporters who made 
$4.15 billion in grain sales since 
the programme began in June 
1985. More than 60 per cent of 
the business has come since 
October 1987. 

This week alone, the United 
states, offered one million metric 
tonnes of subsidised wheat to the 
Soviet Union, and two million 
tonnes to China. 

Competition 

Most of the subsidies have 
been for wheat, which faces more 
market competition than com. 
About 90 per cent of US wheat 
and wheat Hour exports this year 
have been subsidised. 


The subsidies are a major fac- 
tor behind aprojected 10 per cent 
increase in US farm-export 
volume this year, to 142.5 million 
tonnes. 

A combination of factors has 
fuelled the heavy activity. 

The United Stales for the 
moment is the only major wheat 
exporter with enough good- 
quality wheat to meet demand. 
“The United States is kind of in 
the catbird seat,” said Randy 
Russel], an agricultural consul- 
tant who represents several 
major grain exporters. 

The European Economic 
Community had a poor quality 
crop in 1987. And Canada and 
Australia are essentially sold out, 
industry sources said. 

Demand from major buyers 
has been strong. 

Strong 

The Soviet Union used much 
of the poor-quality wheat crop it 
grew last year as animal feed, 
then went abroad for milling 
wheat, said Winston Wilson, 
president of US Wheat 
Associates, a trade promotion 
group. 

China reportedly has been 
driven by strong domestic 
demand into the -world wheat 
markets. India is expected to seek 


subsidised wheat to help recover 
from a severe drought. 

Moreover, the United States 
remains determined to use the 
subsidies to keep pressure on the 
European Economic Commun- 
ity’s (EEC) own farm 
programme. 

The United States hopes to 
persuade the EEC to agree on 
farm subsidy reductions at the 
General Agreement on tariffs 
and Trade, and is seeking ana 
greement in principle by year’s 
end. 

Subsidy 

The US subsidies have the 
effect of forcing world prices 
lower and causing Lhe EEC to 
spend more on its farm supports. 

“We’re challenging the 
European Economic Commun- 
ity and we intend to do so until we 
get an agreement,” said an 
agriculture Department trade 
official, who spoke on condition 
he was not identified. 

The United States can con- 
tinue to run an aggressive sub- 
sidy programme as long as gover- 
nment grain stocks hold out and 
Agriculture Department 
officials say the government 
owns enough commodities to 
keep the subsidies going for the 
foreseeable future. 


Conable urges more efforts 
to cut Third World debt 


WASHINGTON, April 8, (AP): 
World Bank president Barber 
Conable says industrialised 
countries must make more 
efforts to help Third World 
nations reduce their trillion- 
dollar debt, a position that is not 
shared by many conservative 
officials. 

Conable’s stand, in a report 
submitted to Lhe bank's board of 
executive directors, contrasts 
with the view that countries must 
be held strictly accountable for 
their debts. 

In the report, a copy of which 
was made available to the 
Associated Press, Conable said 
the conservative view is basically 
aL odds with the institution's 
primary goal of helping poorer 
countries to develop. 

Biggest 

The World Bank, which is 
owned by its 1 51 member gover- 
nments, is the biggest single len- 
der to the Third World. It 
approved more than $17.5 
billion in loans in the fiscal year 
ending in June 1987. 

Conable said the most heavily 
indebted countries are saddled 
with payments that are becoming 


unsustainable. He submitted 
figures showing that 17 of the 
most heavily indebted countries 
paid out $32 billion last year in 
interest alone. 

Wealthier nations are starting 
to recognise that such monumen- 
tal debt payments sap the poorer 
countries' capacity to buy 
imports, thereby weakening the 
export economies of developed 
nations. 

Efforts 

“As a consequence, tech- 
niques for debt reduction are 
now playing a larger role than 
heretofore in the debt strategy,” 
Conable said. “They must play 
an even larger role in the future." 

He said if countries making 
renewed efforts to pay their debts 
fail to get enough new loans for 
the growth they need, the 
amounts they pay on the old 
debts will have to be reduced. 

’The overriding issue is that 
the volume of financial flows to 
developing countries is 
inadequate to meet the needs for 
economic growth, poverty 
alleviation, structural adjust- 
ment, and the resolution of debt 
difficulties;” Conable said. 




G-7 accord indicated 
on stable dollar: study 

NEW YORK, April 8, (Renter): The United States and six other 
leading industrial nations are expected to agree next week to try 
to keep the dollar at ronghly its current level, the New York Times 
said today. It quoted American and foreignofficialsascoafirining 
speculation in financial markets that after a couple of weeks of 
currency turbulence the countries want a steady dollar and w31 do 
what they can to keep it level. The dollar received a big lift on 
Wednesday from reports that Group of Seven leaders would put a 
floor under the dollar at 125 yen. Japanese government officials 
denied this a day later, saying there was no specific floor. The 
newspaper quoted an undkleotlfied US administration official as 
saying: “We are pleased with the degree of exchange-rate 
stability that we've bad since the December 22 statement” — a 
reference to G-7 attempts to halt a dollar decline after the 
October stock market collapse. 

The officials also said G-7 could report some progress on a 
proposal by US Treasury Secretary James Baker to use prices of 
goli and other commodities to giia economic policy. But while 
Baker favours immediate adoption of such an index, other nations 
could urge delay, the Times said. A leading international mon- 
etary official in Washington was quoted as echoing the American 
view, saying: “The present level of the dollar is broadly satisfac- 
tory now.” 

He said there was room for some slight additional change bat 
would not say whether he meant a stronger or weaker dollar. 

The New York Times said the official declined to comment on 
the rough ranges the G-7 countries had agreed for the dollar's 
exchange rate, bat confirmed they exist He said they would 
remain in effect until significant shifts in the underlying world 
economic forces, such as growth rates and trade balances, require 
adjustments of dm kind that occurred twice last year. 

Major ‘nations growing 
at least another 2 years’ 

WASHINGTON, April 8, (Renter): The International Mon- 
etary Fund believes the economies of major industrial countries 
can keep growing for at least another two years, monetary 
sources said yesterday. 

If the largest conn tries keep np progress in ironing out their 
trade imbalances, the economic upturn, nearly six years old in the 
United States, could continue for even longer, according to the 
IMF. The senreessaid the IMF in the past had underestimated the 
strength of the economies in the industrial countries and was 
surprised by the relative ease with which they recovered from the 
October stock market crash. 

The IMF is predicting 2.6 per cent growth this year and 2£ per 
cent next year in the m«in industrial countries. Although tins 
would be tess than the three per cent pace achieved in 1987, the 
fund’s economists now acknowledge that they were hasty in 
scaling back their forecast for 1988 after the stock market crash. 
The IMF, the sources said, is not completely satisfied with the 
rate of growth, acknowledging it is less that the three per cent level 
considered necessary to keep economic growth going in the 
developing world. But, the sources said, it is better than might 
have been expected following the crash. 

They warned, however, a second stock market crash could have 
a far worse impact on the world economy. The fund views the 
crash as the most vivid demonstration yet of the dose Units 
between stocks and currency markets but is encouraged by how 
countries are cicwrdinatingltMif’polideslb avert another financial 
market crash. Exchange rates, for in<t«nfp, are now relatively 
stable. 

Speaking just before next week’s spring meeting of the Inter- 
national Monetary Fund and World Bank, the sources said the 
IMF hopes to get agreement on a new financing facility (hat 
would give debtor countries more breathing room in the economic 
programmes they negotiate with the fund. 

Another US stock market 
crash possible: Amex chief 

WASHINGTON, April 8, (AP): The lack of progress toward 
substantially cutting the US budget deficit and reforming govern- 
ment market regulation threatens to cause another stock crash, 
tiie chairman of the American Stock Exchange said yesterday. 
“The conditions that created the atmosphere in which a market 
meltdown nearly occurred are still present — creating a kind of 
economic time bomb that threatens the whole system,” Arthur 
Levitt Jr. tokf a National Press Qnb luncheon. 

Levitt said the budget defidt “has not been satisfactorily 

addressed,” and he complained that “regulatory solutions 

have been debated bat not enacted.” 

However, be declined to single out either Congress or the 
administration of President Ronald Reagan for Marne. Both are 
about equally responsible for failure to reduce the bodget defidt, 
be said. Levitt heads the third4argest trading system in the United 
States, ranking behind the New York Stock Exchange and the 
over-the-counter market. 

On regulatory reform, Levitt said Congress is hampered by 
committees 1 'jockeying for jurisdictional control.” And, he said, 
although the Reagan administration has spent the past seven 
years trying to reduce regulation, it must now recognise “the 
protection of the public most be the foremost consideration.” 
Levitt called for the creation of a special study commission that, 
without delaying congressional and administration efforts at 
finding short-term solutions, would focus on reform for the next 
decade. 


US investor fears keep disclosure idea alive 


WASHINGTON, April 8, 
(Reuter): Lawmakers’ concerns 
about a rising tide of foreigjn 
investment in the United Stales is 
helping keep alive a controver- 
sial propoal to find out more 
about the extent of wealthy 
foreigners' holdings. 

Foreign investment in US real 
estate and companies has tripled 
to about $1.5 trillion over the 
seven years since President 
Reagan came to power, accord- 
ing to congressional estimates. 
Thar has fuelled a cry from 
Democrats in this presidential 
election year that Republicans 
are selling the store to lure over- 
seas money. 

Policies 

“Floating on a feather bed of 
foreign financing, the United 
States has fallen from its status as 
the world's largest creditor 
nation in 1982 to become the 
largest debtor nation in history,” 
charges Representative John 
Bryant, the Texas Democrat 
leading the drive for greater dis- 
closure of about foreign inves- 
tors* activities. 

“We may be paying for the 
irresponsible budget and trade 
policies of the last seven years 


with our economic sovereignty, 
as authority over vital economic 
decisions affecting American 
jobs, business goals and prosp- 
erity moves overseas.” Bryant 
testified at Senate hearing. 

The Reagan administration 
vigorously opposed Bryant's 
attempt to include in an omnibus 
trade bill a provision that foreig- 
ners who buy a five per cent or 
greater interest in a US company 
must publicly register the infor- 
mation with the Commerce 
Department 

The disclosure proposal was 
left unresolved last week as 
House and Senate trade 
negotiators completed most of 
their bargaining on a com- 
promise bill that would be sent to 
the White House. Bryant spokes- 
man said he has not given up 
hope of having the measure 
included in the final bill. 

Bryant has the backing of the 
powerful chairman of the House 
Energy and Commerce Commit- 
tee, Michigan Democrat John 
DingelJ, for a scaled-down dis- 
closure requirement. That 
proposal would give Congress 
and its watchdog general 
accounting office access on a 
confidential basis to foreign 


investment records now collec- 
ted by the Commerce Depart- 
ment. 

The White House threatened 
to veto the trade bill if it contains 
any version of the Bryam amend- 
ment, arguing it would dry up 
needed foreign investment and 
so push up interest rates. 

Some trade analysts suggest 
more disclosure could lead to 
more onerous investment restric- 
tions. 

“There’s a certain amount of 
xenophobia around about 
foreign investment and people 
are pandering to it,” said Ken 
Slamm, a policy analyst in the 
Washington-based Brookings 
Institution. 

Efforts 

“There’s probably no one who 
did not elected for shaking a stick 
at a foreigner,” Slamm said. 
More disclosure requirements 
could be “a stalking hose for a 
more restrictive set of measures 
in future,” he added. 

It also would run contrary to 
past US efforts to break down 
other countries' barriers against 
American investment abroad, he 
said. 

“It would be a shame to, in the 


heat of the moment, burn up all 
the progress we’ve made over the 
years with others,” Slamm said. 

Foreign investors from Japan, 
Canada and Europe are equally 
concerned that calls to clamp 
down on investment mask 
nationalist feeling that could be 
harnessed into a drive for restric- 
tions on participation in the huge 
US economy. 

“The Bryant amendment is 
typical of what we see as a rising 
bde of economic nationalism in 
the United States,” said Brad 
Larschan, an attorney for the 
association of foreign investors 
in the United States. 

The association was formed in. 
February with the backing of 27 
multinational corporations from 
nine countries including the four 
largest investors ranked by 
nationality — Britain, the Neth- 
erlands, Japan and Canada. 

Larschan said members were 
worried about the early success 
or Richard Gephardt, who based 
his drive for the Democratic 
presidential nomination on a get- 
tough policy with US trade allies. 
Gephardt since dropped out of 
the race but the appeal of econ- 
omic nationalism remains, Lars- 
chan said.

Khorafi hails KD link with 
basket of currencies 


LONDON, April 8, (Kuna): 
Kuwait Finance Minister Jassim 
A1 Khorafi said Kuwait's invest- 
ment policy is merely motivated 
by economic rather than political 
goals, a policy of which HH the 
Amir laid the cornerstone several 
years ago when he was a finance 
minister. 

Khorafi, in an interview to be 
published today with the Lon- 
don-based Arabic weekly 
magazine "Al Hawadees”, said 
Kuwait never intended “to be a 
parly to any sensitive issue," 
however certain parties exploit 
Kuwait's investment to purchase 
a sizeable portion of British 
Petroleum stocks. 

Policy 

Responding to a question 
about the effect of the Gulf war 
on Kuwaiti economy, the 
Kuwaiti official stressed the real 
loss lies in the human fatalities as 
a result of the more-than-seven- 
y ear-old conflict. He wished an 
immediate end of the war. 

Khorafi criticised the Inter- 
national Monetary Fund's 
policy which is still accumulating 
mistakes and is subject to the big 
industrial countries. The IMF 
sets up tough conditions for 
some Arab countries, said 
Khorafi who warned against . 


■control of the big powers on the 
IMF policy. 

About standards of expen- 
diture in Kuwait Khorafi said 
there was a considerable infla- 
tion in respect with the expen- 
diture budget, which can easily 
be fell if a comparison is made 
between Kuwait’s expenditure 
budget in the seventies and the 
present one while it was only 
S300 million, the budget now 
amounts to 53000 millions. 

Hike 

Such a hike in the budget 
within a short span is attributa- 
ble to the increase in oil revenues, 
said Khorafi who stressed that 
the current policy aims at slash- 
ing this inflation in a manner that 
that does not affect citizens' 
needs. 

About gyrations in the US 
dollar exchange rates, the Fin- 
ance Minister said American 
markets are undoubtedly the 
basis of world markets and the 
policies of the US markets are 
related to the American policy 
toward the existing deficit 

Fluctuation in the dollar's, 
exchange rates will continue so 
long as no derisive measures are 
taken to rectify the situation, said 
Khorafi who praised Kuwaiti 
prudent, policy of linking its 
dinar with a basket of currencies.

The Central bank adjusted its 
dinar exchange rate twice, first to 
0.27378/88 to the dollar from 
Wednesday's 0.27335/45 and 
then to 0.27398/408. Commer-

The American currency closed 
the day in Frankfurt at 1.6741 
Deutschmarks, down from yes- 
terday's closing 1 .6795, in Zurich 
at 1.3SSS Swiss francs against 
1.3880 and in Paris at 5.6830 
francs against 5.7020. 

The dollar lost ground in Brus- 
sels, where it closed at 35.26 Bel- 
gian francs agsunst yesterday's 
final 35.35, in Amsterdam at 
1.8800 Dutch guilders against 
1.8845 and in Milan at 1,243 lire 
against 1 ,246.80. 

Higher 

In London, the pound sterling 
closed higher against the dollar 
at $1 .8765 against yesterday's 
closing SI .8665. 

Earlier, the dollar closed the 
week with a drop to 125.18 yen 
against yesterday's finishing 
125.70. ■

tern advanced nations in 
Washington next week. 

Major industrial nations, 
pleased with the relative calm of 
financial markets recently, are 
likely to reaffirm next week the 
pledge they made in December to 
keep the dollar steady, US 
officials say. 

Imbalances in world trade are 
gradually being ironed out. 
Stock markets have recovered 
from October's crash. The global 
economy is still growing. The 
dollar, propped up by central 
bank intervention, has traded in 
fairly narrow ranges this year. 

Trends 

“The underlying trends are 
still generally positive," one sen- 
ior US official said. 

Finance ministers and central 
bank governors of the Group of 
Seven — the United States, 
Japan, Germany, Britain. 
France, Italy and Canada — are 
due to hold discussions at ihe US 
Treasury next Wednesday dur- 
ing the spring meetings of the 
International Monetary Fund 


and World Bank. 

Hie Group of Seven will 
review trends in the financial 
markets since their last policy 
statement on December 22 and, 
according to several US officials 
who declined to be identified, are 
likely to be quite satisfied with 
themselves. 

Japanese Finance Minister 
Kiichi Miyazawa told a press 
conference in Tokyo this week 
that the mini sters were likely to 
be highly pleased and would 
endorse their efforts to date. 

Needed 

All the official comments 
indicate the ministers see no 
need, for now at least, to set new 
target ranges for the dollar, 
which foreign exchange econom- 
sits assume to be 120 to 130 
Japanese yen and 1.60 to 1.70 
West German marks. 

The dollar was trading around 
126 yen and 1.62 marks at the 
time of the December commun- 
jque. 

A speculative attack at the 
start of the year pushed it as low 
as 1 20 yen and 1 .56 marks, but it 


soon recovered with the help of 
massive dollar purchases by cen- 
tral banks and has since traded 
comfortably near or above the 
December 22 rates. 

The dollar was worth 125.75 
yen and 1.6750 marks in New 
York today. 

In the past, ministers have 
been guilty of a false sense of 
security, assuming that the 
policies they were following were 
adequate to correct the US huge 
trade deficit, prevent further 
pressure on the dollar and calm 
nnancial markets. 

, Rates 

Last September, for instance, 
the Group of Sever! met and 
decided they needed to do noth- 
ing. Within three weeks, a bitter 
row about interest rates had 
broken out between Washington 
and Bonn that many analysts 
believe contributed to the 
October 19 crash on Wall Street. 

Now. though, economists and 
officials believe they have 
grounds for optimism. 

For a start, the intractable US 
trade deficit is finally narrowing. 


It dropped from a record of 
S 17.63 billion in October to less 
than 125 billion in December 
and January. 

Also, budget and interest-rate 
policies among the major nations 
are better aligned. 

Deficit 

The United States, afterasum- 
mit between administration and 
congressional leaders, agreed to 
slash its budget deficit by $76 
billion over two years. 

The gap between government 
revenues and spending is seen by 
many experts as one of the main 
causes of global trade imbalan- 
ces because it enables America to 
spend more than it produces, 
particularly on goods from 
abroad. 

■ Interest rates have been adjus- 
ted to make the dollar more 
attractive to foreign investors 
relative to other currencies. 
While short-term rates in West 
Germany and Japan are at low 
record lows, the Federal Reserve, 
the US central bank, has recently 
begun nudging US interest rates 
higher. 


Time for 
China 
to enter 
information 
age 

BEIJING, April 8, (AP): Busin- 
essmen in China are still heavily 
bound by tradition and regula- 
tion, and the time has come for 
China to enter the “information 
age” if it wants to compete in 
international markets, a group of 
entrepreneurs said on Thursday. 

In a nationally-televised news 
conference, six businessmen and 
women, all members of the Chin- 
ese Peoples Political Consul- 
tative Conference, an advisory 
body of intellectuals and non- 
Co mm unis ts, said great strides 
have been made to give business- 
men more control over their own 
affairs. 

But they said there was still a 
lot of interference 1 from the 
government 

“I still have lots of mothers-in- 
’ law and do not have much auton- 
omous rights,” said Wang Pteiz- 
hou, deputy commander and 
executive vice president of Bao- 
shan, the country's largest steel 
works. 

Baoshan has received funds 
from the Japanese government 
to design the steel works and its 
equipment is mostly from Japan 
and West Germany. But the 
company is still plagued with 
problems of inefficiency. 

Li Guilian, director of a gar- 
ment factory in Xinjin county, 
said she often has trouble even 
making a phone call using the 
country’s antiquated phone sys- 
tem. 

“I use an old type phone and 
can't hear clearly even when call- 
ing inside the country," she said. 
That makes her export business 
extremely difficult, she said. 

Liu Yuping, deputy general 
manager of Amoi Overseas 
Chinese Electronics Co., said 
China will have to enter the 
“information age" if it wants to 
deal in exports. 

“Communications are like the 
eyes of a person or the nervous 
system. Without good informa- 
tion, we are like the blind. We 
have no information from 
abroad," he said. 

Yang Mianraian, vice director 
.and general engineer of the Qing 
Dao Refrigerator .Factory, said 
other factors are hindering the 
country's efforts to build up its 
export market. 

He said Chinese parts often are 
not up to international .stan- 
dards, and his company will con- 
tinue to use foreign parts until 
Chinese quality improves. 

Spain signs 
gas deal 

MADRID, April 8. (Reuter): 
The state-owned Spanish gas 
firm Empresa National de Gas 
SA (Enegas) signed a $4 billion 
30-year agreement in Madrid 
today for supply of natural gas 
from Norway’s Troll field, 
Enegas said. 

It said the deal with the consor- 
tium exploiting the field was 
valued at current prices, adding 
that the sum involved could be 
much bigger if, as expected, gas 
prices rose in the future. 

Enegas said quantities of gas 
supplied would vary between one 
billion and 1.4 billion cubic 
metres a year, with an option to 
increase this, in the long term. 

The contract, with the consor- 
tium of firms exploiting the Troll 
field — Statoil, Shell, Norsk- 
Hydro, Saga, Conoco and Mobil 
— was a product of Spain’s need 
to meet expected rising demand 
and declining domestic supplies, 
Enegas said. 

The deal is subject to ratifica- 
tion by the Spanish and Nor- 
wegian government. 

The Troll field, which isexpec- 
ted to come on stream from 1996, 
is one of the world's largest, with 
reserves of about 1,200 billion 
cubic metres. 


Pound recovers 


Lebanon economic crisis deepens 


BEIRUT, April 8, (Reuter): The 
battered Lebanese pound has 
strengthened rapidly over the 
past few months despite a wor- 
sening economic crisis and pers- 
istent labour unrest 

Strikers paralysed Lebanon 
earlier this week, responding to a 
call from the General Labour 
Federation to protest over price 
rises. 

The federation says inflation 
hit 3 1 0 per cen tin the six months 
to the end of March and is 
demanding a pay hike for the 
same amount backdated to Jan- 
uary. 

The pound closed on March 
31, the last trading day before 
Easter, at 363.00/364.00 to the 
dollar. 

That was little changed during 
March but an appreciation of 65 
per cent from an all-time low of 
580/620 last October 28. And 
when trading resumed this week, 
the pound held its gain. 

Confidence 

Although it is still far from its 
level of 79 to thedollar at the start 
of 1 987, the reasons for this con- 
fidcncc in an economy battered 
by 13 years of civil war are hard 
to see. 

- - Unemployment.. is -estimated 
around 35 per cent and infras- 
tructure is in rapid decline, with 


roads and the telephone system 
in a poor state of repair and 
power cuts frequent. 

Economists say production is 
well below pre-war levels because 
of constant interruption to work, 
disruption of transport and 
damage to facilities. 

Government revenues now 
Come only from customs duty 
imposed on vehicle imports and 
certain land taxes. 

Business 

“Lebanon’s economy was 
never developed on a proper 
basis and what is left of it is now 
disintegrating under the effect of 
the war,” said economsit Riad 
Khoury, who runs his own 
import-export business. “It is 
hot a real economy.” 

Another economist said: ‘The 
basic underlying economic fac- 
tors, whether on the economic 
level or the infrastructure of the 
country, have not changed. The 
situation is worse now than it was 
last year or five months ago.” 
But he said two psychological 
trends had emerged among the 
Lebanese people — a confidence 
in the pound at its current 
exchange rate and a willingness 
to hold on to it 

. . ... The key. factor supporting the 
currency appears to be an expec- 
tation that the presidential elec- 


tion in August will end the war, 
improve Lebanon's political sys- 
tem and stabilise the economic 
status quo, one banker said. 

Although no clear successor to 
President Amin Gemayel has 
emerged, bankers say the war- 
weary Lebanese hope the poll 
will end the political stalemate 
which has left the country with- 
out a working government for 
two years. 

In the meantime, Lebanon is 
virtually partioned into sec- 
tarian-based fiefdoms, ruled by 
militias that collect taxes and run 
their own ports to meet their 
expenses. 

Muslim and Palestinian com- 
mando use the south for attacks 
on Israel, which strikes back into 
Lebanon. 

Renewed confidence in the 
Lebanese currency contrasts 
vividly with the picture for most 
of 1 987 when people would rush 
to convert to dollars every pound 
not immediately needed. 

Depreciation 

Lebanon, which imports most 
basic necessities, was caught in a 
vicious circle of currency 
depredation fuelling rampant 
price inflation, damaging con- 
fidence inthe-pound. , ,, 

Declining confidence led the 
private sector to shift its cash into 


foreign exchange. In 1987 the 
proportion of rank accounts in 
foreign currencies rose to 85 per 
cent from 68 per cent in 1986 and 
37 per cent in 1981. 

Foreign currency reserves 
declined to S334 million in 1987 
from $461 million in 1986. 

But they have since climbed to 
around $700 milli on and bankers 
say the Central Bank has taken 
advantage of the inflow of 
private funds to boost its 
reserves. 

. The Central Bank has also 
squeezed the margin between the 
buying and selling rates, pushing 
small dealers and speculators out 
of the market in a further step 
towards stability. 

Other factors which bankers 
say have had a marginal role in 
boosting the pound include 
foreign aid in recent months 
from Europe, the United States, 
Saudi Arabia, Kuwait and Iraq 
and income from Lebanese 
working abroad. 

The Labour Federation says 
inflation last year was 731 per 
cent, up from 95per cent in 1 986. 
If won a promise of action to 
stabilise the currency with a five- 
day strike last November but 


bade marginally and wages are 
lagging behind. 


Rising Canadian dollar a mixed blessing 


TORONTO, April 8, (UPI): The 
Canadian dollar's gain over two 
years has boosted the spending 
power of Canadian tourists in the 
United States by about 1 5.5 per 
cent but has sent exporters 
scurrying to count their pennies. 

Exporters are concerned 
about the surge in the currency, 
which rocketed through the 80- 
cent (US) mark March 17 to hit a 
four-year high and shows- no 
signs of sliding. But Canadian 
tourists and consumers are get- 
ting more for their money. 

“When we go to grocery stores 
and buy winter vegetables and 
fruit, they should be a little less 
expensive,” said senior econ- 
omist Paul Kovacs of Burns Fry 
Ltd. “When we travel south, 
we'll have a little more spending 
money. 

Surge 

The currency’s surge through 
the 80-cent level for the first time 
since Feb 24, 1984 represented a 
gain of more than 1 0 cents from a 
record low of about 69.25 cents 
in February. 1986. 

The currency, last at par with 
the US dollar on Jan 28, 1976, 
hovered at about 72 cents 
through most of 1 986 and gained 
steadily since then. 

The cumulative gain put more . 
US money in the pockets of Can- ‘ 


adian tourists who pack 
American vacation spots. 

For example, a family able to 
spend $1,000 in Canadian 
currency on a trip to Disney- 
world in early 1986 was left with 
about only $690 US currency. 
Today, from the same Canadian 
amount, the family .would have 
about $800. 

US tourists still would find 
bargains in Canada but they 
would not be as great as the bar- 
gains of two years ago. 

“A lot of people in the United 
States are not even aware there is 
a significant difference between 
the currencies until they come 
here,” said John Lawson of 
Tourism Industry Association of 
Canada. 

Analysts attributed the 
dollar's rise to a lower inflation 
rate than in the United States and 
a faster-growing economy than 
in other major industrialised 
nations. 

“The (Canadian) dollar is up 
mainl y for good, sound econ- 
omic reasons," said Kovacs. 
Among other factors he cited a 
series of government policy 
moves and efforts to reduce the 
deficit and reform the tax system. 
Consumers also gain because 


some 80 per cent of imports are 
denominated in US dollars. 


But not everyone sees the gain 
as a sign of economic strength or 
prestige. 

Quebec Premier Robert 
Bourassa, citing possible 
damage to the pulp and paper 
industry, wants the dollar at less 
than 79 cents. Ontario Premier 
David Peterson, whose province 
is Canada's most populous, said 
the surging dollar threatened 
jobs. He called on the federal 
government to intervene. 

The Canadian Export 
Association also is concerned 
because some 80 per cent of Can- 
adian exports are sold in the 
United States and most headed 
for offshore markets are den- 
ominated in US dollars. 
Contracts 

“An increase in the cost of 
your product of 8 or 9 per cent is 
not insignificant, and we have to 
be quite concerned.” said spok- 
esman Jim Moore. "It’s not a 
panic situation but there is 
mounting concern. 

He said long-term contracts in 
US currency hurt coal and iron 
ore industries. Adam Zimmer- 
man, chief executive officer of 
Noranda Inc., said one cent 
means about $5.2 million in 
revenues and the US dollar 
should be worth about 76 Can- 
adian cents. 


Expat Sudanese 
form investment 
firms 

PROMINENT Sudanese work- 
ing in the Gulf have formed two 
investment companies to chan- 
nel the savings of fellow- 
expatriates into projects in 
Sudan, a director of the firms 
said yesterday. 

Kama! A1 Aalem. a member of 
the joint board of the Khartoum- 
based Sudanese Investment 
Group Ltd and an overseas 
affiliate based in the British Vir- 
gin Islands, said they hoped to 
raise authorised capi tal of at least 
$25 million. 

Opportunities 

“We hope the companies will 
provide better investment 
opportunities for the savings of 
Sudanese working abroad and at 
the same time help the Sudanese 
economy,” he tola Reuters. 

The Sudan-based company 
wiU identify potential ventures, 
carry out feasibility studies and 
launch them through .sub- 
sidiaries. The overseas firm will 
provide the necessary foreign 
currency. 

Tens of thousands of Sudanese 
work in the Gulf states and their 
remittances are an important 
source of hard currency to the 
beleaguered Sudanese economy.

US, EEC clash over strategy 
at world food conference 


BRUSSELS, April 8, (Reuter): 
The United States’ and the 
European Economic Commun- 
ity (EEC) disagreed sharply yes- 
terday over the best strategy for 
global agricultural reform at the 
world food conference in Brus- 
sels. 

Hie United States wants aboli- 
tion of all agricultural subsidies 
by the year 2000, and says the 
EEC's new package of measures 
to curb output and spending is 
timid. 

But Frans Andriessen, EEC 
farm commissioner, argued (hat 
for most countries, completely 
dismantling all support for 
agriculture’ was neither possible 
nor desirable, even in toe long 
term. 

Solutions 

The conference at the 
European parliament has been 
organsied to seek solutions to the 
global imbalance between huge 
food surpluses in major indus- 
trial countries and chronic shor- 
tages in the Third World. 

Both the United States and the 
12-nation European Economic 
Community subsidise their far- 
mers heavily, and some experts 
say both must stop spending so 
much money on wasted food 
production. 

Richard Lyng, US Agriculture 


Secretary, told around 250 con- 
ference delegates from over 60 
countries that only a system 
devoid of subsidies and protec- 
tionism could help less developed 
countries and end trade friction. 

“We must open markets, not 
restrict them. We must reject 
proposals that lock in markets 
and pricestabilisation schemes,” 
he said. 

Farmers 

The United States would con- 
• tinue aggressively supporting its 
farmers if it didn't get the results 
it wanted in multilateral negotia- 
tions, he warned. 

Referring to the US aim of 
abolishing subsidies, Andriessen

Engineer to be named new 
China central bank chief 


BEUING, April 8, (Reuter): A 
Soviet-trained engineer with no 
financial experience is to be toe 
new head ofChina’s central bank 
which has a crucial role to play in 
toe success or failure of the coun- 
try's economic reforms. - 

Informed Chinese sources said 
Li Guixian. Communist Party 
leader of Anhui province, would 
succeed Cheng Muhua, who has 
headed the People's bank of ' 
China (PBOC) since March, 
1985. 

“This is a very important job, 
especially because of toe bank's 
role in toe next stage of economic 
reform," one US banker said. 
“What Li does will affect the man 
in the street as well as govern- 
ment policy.” 

Function 

Li will also be named a mem- 
ber of the state council, or 
cabinet, before China ends its 
annual session of parliament, the 
National People's Congress, on 
April 13. 

The bank was reconstituted as 
a Western-style central bank in 
1984, shedding its function as a 
commercial bank and taking on a 
supervisory role over China's 
booming financial sector. 


However, the system has not 
functioned very well. Money 
supply grew an average 21 per 
cent from 1984-87, much faster 
than the increase in industrial 
production. This surplus cash 
helped caused toe most serious 
bout of inflation since 1949. 

An Asian diplomat said Chen, 
67 this year, was stepping down 
because of her age, not because 
she had failed to curb this excess 
issue of money or misuse of 
credit.

CINE ROUN D-UP FROM BOMBAY by Firoze Rangoonwalla 
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Selection gives a distorted picture 

Cream of Indian cinema: not sweet 


THE famous annual package, 
21 of the choicest Indian films, 
selected by four committees has 
tinned but to be a big let-down 
this time. Not only has the 
number been reduced to 18 but 
the quality has also gone down 
steeply. As a matter of fact, 
reports say that even 18 films 
were difficult to find. 

The primary selection of 
these films in different lan- 
guages is made at Bombay, 
Madras and Calcutta, after 
winch a central committee at 
Delhi makes the final pick from 
the regional recommendations. 
Pressures and pulls are always 
at work to get certain films or 
laiiguage interests included, 
smce this packet is considered 
prestigious and given VIP (very 
important pictures) treatment . 

Entries for all foreign film 
festivals' during the year are 
made from this lot alone. The 
director and one or two artistes 
from each film are sent abroad 
as delegates. These films also 
figure prominently in the 
National Awards. Moreover, 
they often get additional ben- 
efits like exemption from enter- 
tainment tax and other levies, 
and they are paid much higher 
fees when shown on T.V. 

That’s why there is a scram- 
ble to get into the Indian Pan- 
orama. A drawback is that 
those films are certified only till 
the August of the previous year, 
it often happens that some, 
excellent films are made in the 
last four months, but have to 
wait till the next year, at least 
for India's own international 
festival. 

This year's Panorama, selec- 
ted from the films of 1986-87 
hardly lived up to its proud title 
as the cream of Indian Cinema. 
If it was the cream, then it was 
not delirious or sweet enough. 
There were five Hindi films and 
few from other languages. The 
maximum number were in 
Malayalam, perhaps because 
the world festival was being 
held in Trivandrum this year. 
But serious cinema buffs of 
Kerala have themselves admir- 
, ted that she films were not of a 
higti standard, except ore or 
. two., A couple of Bmgafr^cnd 
' Assaihesefilms alsomade the 
mark and Phera was altered at

FAMILY DOCTOR CIRRHOSIS CAUSES SERIOUS 

By DR ALLAN BRUCKHE.M DAMAGE TO THE LIVER 


QUESTION: What is cirrhosis? Does it 
always come from drinking? How can you 
tell you have it? 

ANSWER: Cirrhosis is actually a group of 
diseases that cause serious damage to the 
body’s largest organ — the liver. 

As cirrhosis progresses, normal liver cells 
are replaced by scar tissue. Because the liver 
provides the body with very important func- 
tions, the disease is often fatal. The liver is 
involved in producing^ blood clotting fac- 
tors, blood proteins, bile and more than a 
thousand different enzymes, as well as per- 
forming many other crucial functions. 

Alcohol abuse is by far the leading cause 
of this disease. There are, however, several 
other conditions that lead to- cirrhosis. A 
small percentage of people who suffer from 
chronic hepatitisdevelop cunrhosis. Diseases 
such as haemochromatosis — when the 
body does not handle iron properly, and 
Wilson’s Disease — when the bodyhandles 
copper abnormally, can cause cirrhosis. 
Congenital and inh erited conditions also 
cause this liver disease. Conditions in which 
the body is not able to utilise sugar properly 


or deficiencies of specific enzymes jn the 
liver can lead to cirrhosis. In rare cases, a 
severe reaction to drugs, environmental tox- 
ins, some forms of heart disease, parasitic 
conditions or obstruction of the bile ducts 
can cause scar tissue to form on the liver. 

When cirrhosis of the liver begins, it is 
often silent, showing no signs or symptoms. 

But eventually, a sufferer may experience 
a loss of appetite, nausea, vomiting, weight 
loss, itching, an enlarged liver, increased 
sensitivity to drugs, vomiting of blood, 
abdominal swelling and jaundice. Many 
patients never develop any symptoms, but 
lab tests may discover the disease when they 
are performed for other ailments. 

Further deterioration of the liver often 
can be stopped once cirrhosis is diagnosed. 

In the large majority of cases of cirrhosis 
due to alcoholism, the easiest way to stop the 
disease is total abstinence from dfinking and 
a wholesome diet, complete with needed 
nutrients and vitamins. 

QUESTION: Is home blood pressure mon- 
itoring really of any use? 

ANSWER: Indeed it is. it’s bard to know 


accurate blood pressures on a patient who is 
only tested in the physician's office. The best 
way to know what's happening with a 
patient's blood pressure is to get several 
readings a day, at home and at work. This 
gives us insight into what the patient’s blood 
pressure is really doing every day, instead of 
for just the five minutes it is tested in our 
office. 

Many physicians ask patients to monitor 
their own blood pressures at home, using a 
blood pressure cuff with a dial and using a 
stethoscope. If hearing problems interfere 
with use of a blood pressure cuff and stethos- 
cope. a digital machine may be the next best 
option, though these machines tend to be 
more cosily and less accurate. 

If you monitor your blood pressure at 
home, keep a log of time, date and how you 
were feeling when you tested yourself. Take 
this log to your doctor's office, along with 
your blood pressure equipment, so that he 
or she can evaluate the pattern of your b lood 
pressure, as well as the accuracy of your 
machine and your technique using it.

Directed by Shankar 
Nag mostly with child artistes, 
it is all about a young boy's 
mal-adjustment with schools, 
teachers and his own parents. 
There is the problem of divid- 
ing his time adequately bet- 
ween studies and playing 
cricket. This film has also failed 
to make an impact despite the 
international reputation of 
R.K. Narayan and his village 
Malgudi. 

Of the remaining regional 
films, Adoor Gopalakrish- 
nan's Anantram has been 
acclaimed for its complex 
depiction of a young man’s tur- 
moil in keeping human 
relationships. 

Another Malayalam film 
Parushartham was interesting. 
Directed by K.R. Mohanan, 
with Bombay's Sujata Mehta, 
it tells of a rich widow with a 
son, trying to piece together the 
riddles oi her past life. Lenin 
Rajendran'sSwathiThinmal is 
on the artist-king of Travan- 
core, under the East India 
Company during British rule, 
and how he lived a short but 
glorious life. 

The Kannada films 
Tabarane Kathe and Avasthe, 
the Bengali Phera and Ekti 
Jeeban, and a couple of others 
in Assamese and Oriya stood 
out with off-beatqualities.'But 
the entire group cannot be 
entirely representative of the 
finest recent products. Either 
the selections were wrong and 
manipulated. Or there were not 
enough good films. (Gautam 
Ghosh’s remarkable Maha- 
yatra was completed late last 
year). Most of the Panonna 
films were needlessly obsessed 
with dull themes, village back- 
grounds, slow tempo, rigid use 
of camera and editing, too 
much of flash-back and for- 
ward photographic emphasis 
on darkness rather than light 
and obscurist titles. 

The makers obviously 
thought these to be the 
qualifications for getting into 
the Panorama. The selectors 
also preferred this. But it gives a 
distorted picture of the Indian 
film industry and puts off even 
those who want to patronise it.

Imran refuses to play against Australia 


W. Indies’ domination of cricket at an end 


GEORGETOWN, April 8, 
(Reuter): West Indies' emphatic 
nine wicket defeat by Pakistan in 
the first Test u Georgetown 
means their record since Novem- 
ber 1986 reads three wins, four 
draws and four defeats. 

With New Zealand, India and 
Pakistan, on two occasions, all 
registering wins over West Indies 
in the past 18 months albeit in 
drawn series — it is possible the 
era of Caribbean domination of 
world cricket has ended. 

Even team manager Jacky 
Hendriks admitted: “We had a 
heck of a long run of really great 
fast bowlers, but now we have a 
new crop. 

"A t the beginning of that era in 
the mid 1970s we bad to wait a 
while before we ready started to 
win. Maybe now we have to go 
through a few hiccups like this 
one in Georgetown. 

Direction 

“Going into this Test we had a 
young inexperienced attack 
which bowled well for periods, 
but not consistently well enough. 
We lost direction, bowled a little 
too short or bowled down the leg 
side to often.” 

Referring to the extraordinary 
total of 54 no-balls bowled by the 
West Indies in Pakistan’s first 
innings, Hendriks went on: “it 
was terribly disappointing and 
also a great surprise ... I thought 
we had cured that problem. 

“It was a lot of wasted effort to 
have Javed Miandad caught off a 
no-ball on 27 and then make a 
100 ." 

Hendriks also felt the one-day 
series between the two sides bad 
not helped the West indies: “We 
went into the gpie with very 
high hopes and with a lot of con- 


fidence. But we were not oyer 
confident or complacent despite 
our 5-0 oneway win. ” 

Hendriks said he thought 
. Vivian Richards would be fit for 
the second Test in Port of Spain, 
starting on April 14, but was less 
sure about Malcolm Marshall. 

“Without Viv and Malcolm 
it's tantamount to saying Pakis- 
tan without Javed. and Imran 
Khan. Obviously we missed 
them, but I don't want to use 
their absence as an excuse. 
Basically we made a lot of errors, 
batting and bowling." 

Intikhab Alam, Pakistan's 
manager, was Full of praise for his 
team's “remarkable perfor- 
mance” but questioned the West 
Indies team choice. “Our selec- 
tion was according to the wicket 
— we thought it would turn and 
the bounce would be low . Proba- 
bly the West Indies selected their 
side without looking at the 
wicket? 

Intikhab pinpointed Imran's 
and Javed’s performances as 
magnificent. *lt’s really some- 
thing else that Imran had a lay off 
for three months, when he didn’t 
do anything, and was able to 
come back so strongly. 

“He went through hell to get 
back to fitness. We were very 
worried about his infected toe 
after his seven for 80 in the first 
innings. He was on a heavy dose 
of antibiotics and pam-killers in 
the second innings.” 

Imran, named Man of the 
Match for his haul of 1 1 wickets 
for 121, has now taken 322 wick- 
ets in 71 Tests. 

Intikhab also spoke of his 
team's resilience in coining back 
from a 5-0 thrashing in the one- 
day series. 



Imran: criticises Australia’s tour of Pakistan 


“We showed great character 
when we batted and had to graft 
very hard for our sizeable and 
crucial first innings lead. The 
West Indian Batsmen, on the 
other hand, lacked application 
and missed Viv Richards des- 
perately,” said Intikhab. 

“The West Indies were guilty 
of over-confidence. I think, after 
the one-day games.” 

Imran warned his own team 
against comp lacency . “We know 
* the rest, of the series will be very 
hard. The West Indies are a 
strong team and will be des- 
perately keen to square the series 


in Trinidad.” he said. 

Imran said in an interview 
published yesterday he would 
retire after the present tour of the 
West Indies unless Pakistan were 
invited to play Test matches and 
not just one-day games in Aus- 
tralia next January. 

Imran told the Melbourne Age 
he had informed the Pakistani 
Cricket Board he would not play 
against Australia in the home 
• Test series starting in September, 
a tour he sharply criticised. 

The 35-year-old all-rounder 
added he would retire for good 
rather than visit Australia next 


January just to play in the one- 
day World Series Cup with West 
Indies. 

“I’ve already told my board 
I’m unavailable for the Aus- 
tralian tour to our country. And 
if there are no 'lests for us in 
Australia I will retire after this 
tour,” Imran said. 

“If we win here we become the 
world’s number one team. Then, 
if a Test tour to Australia is not 
on. 111 just fade out.” 

Australian Cricket Board 
( ACB) officials, however, confir- 
med Pakistan's appearances next 
year would be in the World Cup. 

Imran was persuaded by Pak- 
istan's President Zia-ul-Haq to 
rescind an earlier decision to 
retire and captain the team to the 
West Indies. 

Imran called the Australian 
tour of Pakistan “an exercise in 
futility.” 

“It's in our off-seaon just after 
the monsoon. It's ridiculous. The 
heat and humidity will be 
unbearable,” be said. 

Useless 

“The wickets will be dead. The 
fast bowlers will be useless. It will 
be a spinners’ game and a waste 
of everyone’s time.” 

Imran added: “The Aus- 
tralians will hate the tour. They’ll 
go around cursing Pakistan and 
our iimpi res and players, just like 
Kim Hughes’s team did in 1982. 
It will be terrible publicity for 
Pakistan again.” 

England’s recent tour of Pak- 
istan was nearly cut short after 
repeated clashes between 
England players and the Pakis- 
tani umpires. The Australian 
tour comprises three Tests and 
three or four one-day inter- 
nationals.

Nelson and Wrenn held a two- 
stroke lead over Bernhard Laa- 
ger of West Germany, Sandy 
Lyle of Britain and Americans 
Mark Calcavecchia and Dan 
Pooley, the only other players to 
beat par. 

“I’m certainly happy with one
